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IN MEMORIAM: TED MARCHIBRODA & TRAY WALKER 


The 2016 Baltimore Ravens Media Guide ts dedicated to two people 
who will forever be known as important members of the Ravens Family. 


TED MARCHIBRODA, former 
head coach of the Baltimore © 
in Baltimore Ravens history, ieee oo 1931-2016 
passed away peacefully on ; 


Jan 16, 2016 at the age of 84. 


Ted spent 12 seasons as an 
NFL head coach, including ) 
time with the Baltimore Colts 
(1975-79), Indianapolis Colts 
(1992-95) and Baltimore 
Ravens (1996-98). He compiled 
an 87-98-1 regular season record as a head coach, adding a 
2-4 mark in postseason play. Marchibroda and Hall of Famer 
Don Shula are tied with the second-most total victories (73) 
in Colts franchise history (Tony Dungy — 92). 


With the Baltimore Colts, Marchibroda guided his club to 
three-straight playoff appearances and division titles (1975- 
77), posting a career-best 11-3 record in 1976. Leading 
Indianapolis to a postseason berth in 1995, the Colts 
advanced to the AFC Championship game before falling 
to the Steelers. In that contest, Indianapolis came within 
one dropped “Hail Mary” touchdown pass of advancing to 
the Super Bowl. Marchibroda’s Ravens were 4-12 in their 
inaugural 1996 season. Producing a 6-9-1 record in 1997, 
Baltimore fought valiantly while playing with one of the NFL's 
youngest rosters. That year, the Ravens dropped six games 
by a total of 15 points. In 1998, Baltimore went 6-10, with 
seven of those games decided by seven points or fewer. 





Marchibroda also played professional football as a 
quarterback for Pittsburgh (1953, 1955-56) and the Chicago 
Cardinals (1957). A first-round draft choice of the Steelers 
in 1953, he was selected fifth overall out of the University of 
Detroit. Marchibroda originally began his collegiate career 
at St. Bonaventure College from 1950-51, but after the football 
program was dropped, he transferred to Detroit. It was there 
that he led the nation in total offense in 1952. Following his 
rookie season with Pittsburgh, he served in the U.S. Army 
for one year (1954) and then returned to play football in 1955. 


“Ted ts a founding father of the Ravens. He was a 
tremendous competitor and a tough man with a gentle 
soul,” said Ozzie Newsome. “In a way, he set the 
Ravens’ path. He wanted players who owned what 
he called ‘a football temperament.’ Those are players 
who love all aspects of the game — the mental part, 
lifting weights, practice and the physicality. That 
eventually became what we now call ‘Playing Like a 
Raven.’ He was classy in every way.” 

Ted is survived by his wife, Ann, their four children — two 


daughters, Jodi and Lonni, and two sons, Ted Jr. and Robert 
— and six grandchildren.

funeral service in his hometown of Miami, Fla., just days 
after he passed away on March 18 following a motorcycle 
accident in South Florida.

Walker, who was selected by the Ravens in the fourth 
round of the 2015 draft, played in eight games during 
his rookie season. He posted one tackle and saw action 
primarily on special teams. The Texas Southern graduate, 
who earned All-Conference honors and a degree in 
criminal justice, dedicated his rookie campaign to his late 
father, who died of a heart attack in 2014. 


Prior to his time at Texas Southern and with the Ravens, 
Walker prepped at Miami Northwestern HS, where he 
lettered in football, basketball and track and field. He 
was also a teammate of NFL first-round draft selections 
WR Amari Cooper (Raiders) and QB Teddy Bridgewater 
(Vikings), who attended Walker's funeral services. 


Approximately 45 members of the Ravens organization — 
teammates, coaches and front office staff — also joined 
Walker's family and friends on March 26 at the 93rd Street 
Community Baptist Church to honor him. 


Among those in attendance were general manager/ 
executive vice president Ozzie Newsome and head coach 
John Harbaugh, who side-by-side led every member of 
the Ravens’ procession into the church, with each person 
stopping at Walker's casket to pay respect. 


One of nine people to eulogize Walker, Harbaugh spoke 
warmly about the 23-year-old. In his heartfelt remarks, 
Harbaugh highlighted Walker's beaming grin, love of 
family and competitive drive. 


“The first thing | noticed was that smile — that big 
Tray Walker smile,” Harbaugh recalled, drawing 
cheers from the crowd. 


On an emotionally-charged afternoon — one filled with 
a mixture of heartbreak and happiness — Harbaugh 
concluded his remarks how he knew best: 


“Tray Walker, we love you and are going to miss you.”

Steve Bisciotti wants consistency. His goal is to have the 
Ravens in the playoff mix every season, avoiding dips that 
plague some franchises. 


The Ravens are one of only five teams (Packers — 7, New 
England — 7, Baltimore — 6, Cincinnati — 6 and Indianapolis 
— 6) to earn at least six postseason berths in the last eight 
years (2008-16), with Baltimore winning at least one game 
in each of those playoff campaigns. Additionally, during 
this span, the Ravens have compiled an NFL-high 10 
postseason victories. 


Baltimore has also captured playoff berths in seven of the 
last 10 years, and during head coach John Harbaugh’'s 
tenure, advanced to three AFC Championship games (2012, 
2011 and 2008.) 


“We're proud of what we're giving to Baltimore,” Bisciotti 
says. You have to make the playoffs to have the opportunity 
to compete for championships, and championships are our 
goal. We want to be a consistent winner that avoids big lulls 
and not being in the playoffs for any length of time.” 


Under Bisciotti, the Ravens have joined an elite group 
— they are one of 12 NFL teams with multiple Super Bowl 
victories. Seven franchises have won one title. Nine others 
have earned a berth in the game and lost, while four teams 
have never advanced to the Super Bowl. More importantly, 
with the Super Bowl XLVII Championship, the Ravens (two) 
joined the Patriots (four) and the Giants and Steelers, with 
two each, as the only teams that have won more than one 
NFL title since the turn of the century in 2000. 


The passionate Bisciotti, who at 56 Is the third-youngest 
owner in the NFL (Kansas City’s Clark Hunt, 51 and 
Washington's Daniel Snyder, 51), bought a minority interest 
in the Ravens from Art Modell in 2000, completing the 
purchase of the franchise on April 9, 2004. Steve's initial 
investment to the team provided funds to secure free agents 
for the 2000 Super Bowl XXXV Championship team. Today, 
his influence in the NFL continues to rise — he currently ts a 
member of two Important ownership committees: Broadcast 
and Digital Media. 


When Bisciotti, now in his 17th year as an owner of the 
Ravens, hired Harbaugh as the team’s head coach in 
January of 2008, some eyebrows were raised. Harbaugh 
had never been a head coach at any level. In fact, he had 
not been an offensive or defensive coordinator in the NEL. It 
was obviously the right choice. Along with the Super Bowl 
XLVII victory during the 2012 season, Baltimore advanced to 
the playoffs in Its first five years with Harbaugh, who Is the 
only modern-day (since 1970) head coach to win a playoff 
game in each of his first four and five seasons. He Is also 
the only head coach in NFL history to win a playoff game in 
six of the first seven seasons of a coaching career, and he 
owns the sixth-best winning percentage (.608) among active 
head coaches. 


“We all saw something in John. And, you have to be willing 
to separate yourself from the masses — take some chances — 
to achieve great success, Bisciotti says. “There's probably 
a little bit more perception that we took a risk with John. We 
don't think we did.”

Since taking over as the Ravens’ full owner, Bisciotti's 
teams have earned the playoffs a total of seven times, 
including the AFC’s No. 2 seed in 2006 with a franchise- 
record 13-3 mark. His 2004 (9-7) and 2013 (8-8) teams missed 
the playoffs by just one game. 


Born in Philadelphia on April 10, 1960, Bisciotti moved with 
his family to Baltimore (Severna Park) in March of 1961 when 
Steve, the youngest of three children, was 11 months old. His 
father, Bernard, took the children to Orioles and Colts games. 
Sadly, Bernard died of leukemia when Steve was 8. His 
mother, Patricia, a huge Ravens fan, then raised the children. 


After graduating from Salisbury (MD) State University in 1982 
with a degree in liberal arts, Bisciotti worked in the temporary 
help industry. In 1983 (at age 23), he started Aerotek with his 
cousin, Jim Davis. They offered aerospace and technology 
companies access to skilled temporary employees. 


Aerotek grew into the Allegis Group, which currently is the 
largest staffing firm in the United States and the largest 
privately-held talent management firm in the world. The 
company — which is headquartered just outside Baltimore 
and has offices throughout North America, Europe, the 
Middle East, Africa and Asia Pacific — has over 15,000 
internal employees and over 130,000 high-end contract 
workers. Allegis Group places employees in positions from 
engineers, to cable installers, to computer programmers, 
to marketing specialists. 


Before purchasing the Ravens, Bisciotti's business success 
was not well known to the general public on a national level, 
or even notable in the Baltimore area, where he and his 
partners kept a low profile. “I’m OK if I'm one of the least 
known owners In pro sports, Bisciotti says. 


Steve, an energetic visionary, is quietly dedicated to a 
number of important causes and projects, some associated 
with his deep Catholic faith. He is a board member for 
Catholic Charities. Most of Bisciotti’s extensive charity 
work and generous giving are done without public notice. 


Bisciotti enjoys golfing and boating. He and his wife, Renee 
(Foote), are the parents of two sons: Jason and Jack, both 
of whom reside with their families in the Baltimore area. 


(Bisciotti is pronounced: bih-SHAH-tee.)

OZZIE NEWSOME's legacy is unlike any the game of football 
has ever seen. 


Flourishing at every point of his football career, Newsome 
has not just followed a successful path; he has blazed the 
trail. Known throughout all of sports as a premier leader, 
Newsome is a Hall of Fame player, the architect of Baltimore's 
Super Bowl XXXV and Super Bowl XLVII championship teams 
and an elite personnel evaluator who became the NFLs first 
African American general manager in 2002. 


“Ozzie's credibility is what stands out the most,” Ravens 
head coach John Harbaugh states. “And it's not just about 
what he has accomplished. To me, it's his commitment and 
focus while striving to do more.” 


Newsome’'s remarkable football journey began in Leighton, 
AL, where he first stepped onto the gridiron with the hope 
of playing college football. That dream turned into a reality 
when he became a standout at Alabama under Bear Bryant 
from 1974-77. “Coach Bryant helped me grow up,” states 
Newsome, who has a sideline portrait of the legendary 
coach and mentor on his office wall. “He pushed me further 
than | thought | could go, both on and off the field.” 


In 1978, Cleveland selected Newsome in the first round of 
the NFL Draft. Playing 13 years for the Browns, he authored 
the most productive career for a tight end in the history of 
the game. A three-time Pro Bowler, his 662 receptions for 
7,980 yards and 47 TDs stood as NFL records by a tight end 
until Hall of Famer Shannon Sharpe surpassed those marks 
in 2001 (Tony Gonzalez has since set every such record). 


Following his storied playing days, Ozzie joined Cleveland's 
front office. His initial non-player position came as an 
assignment scout in 1991. Two years later, he was promoted 
to a very comprehensive assignment — assistant to the 
head coach/offense/pro personnel. “I had to find out 


which direction my career would go, Newsome explains. 
“Art [Modell] gave me the opportunity to work with the 
coaches, and | enjoyed that. At the same time, | increased 
my experience with the personnel department and decided 
that’s where | wanted my career to head.” 


In 1994, Newsome was named the Browns’ director of 
pro personnel. Although he continued to help on the field, 
Ozzie provided detailed studies on other NFL players and 
recommended which players the Browns should try to 
acquire. When the franchise moved to Baltimore in 1996, Mr. 
Modell invited Newsome and promoted him to vice president 
of player personnel. From that point, Ozzie’s reputation as a 
supreme talent assessor grew quickly. 


In the Ravens’ first-ever draft, Newsome and Co. tabbed 
T Jonathan Ogden and LB Ray Lewis (the fourth and 26th 
selections, respectively). Combining to produce an amazing 
24 Pro Bowl honors, Ogden became the first Ravens’ draft 
choice elected into the Pro Football Hall of Fame (2013), while 
Lewis, who retired following the 2012 campaign, is a surefire 
lock to be enshrined in Canton. Fittingly, the duo will join 
Newsome, who was Inducted into the Hall as a Brown in 1999. 


Starting with Ogden and Lewis, Newsome has consistently 
compiled impressive draft classes for the Ravens. In the 
team’s first 20 drafts (1996-2015), Baltimore selected 20 first- 
rounders who have earned a total of 56 Pro Bowl honors. 
And when the Ravens have had a high pick, they havent 
missed. Prior to 2016, of the seven players chosen in the Top 
10 by Baltimore, five (Ogden, OLB Peter Boulware, CB Chris 
McAlister, RB Jamal Lewis, the 2003 NFL Offensive Player 
of the Year, and OLB Terrell Suggs, the 2011 NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year) have earned Pro Bowl accolades. 
Additionally, Baltimore has picked in the bottom half of the 
first round with uncanny success: Lewis was twice named 
the NFL Defensive Player of the Year; TE Todd Heap (31st)

went to two Pro Bowls as a Raven; S Ed Reed (24th) was 
tabbed an All-Star nine times and also earned NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year in 2004; QB Joe Flacco (18th) was named 
Super Bowl XLVII MVP, leading the Ravens to their second 
World Championship in 2012; and LB C.J. Mosley (17th) 
became the first Ravens rookie to earn Pro Bowl honors 
following an exceptional 2014 season. 


Amazingly, in the Ravens’ brief history, Newsome and his 
staff have drafted 17 players who have earned Pro Bowl 
honors. When including 2006 Pro Bowl LB Bart Scott, 2013 
Pro Bowl K Justin Tucker and 2015 Pro Bowl LS Morgan Cox, 
who signed as undrafted rookie free agents In 2002, 2012 and 
2010, respectively, Baltimore has produced 20 homegrown 
Pro Bowlers in just 20 seasons. 


In addition to his knack for evaluating talent on the field, 
Newsome has also mastered the ability to develop and share 
insight with the scouts who work under him. The Ravens 
boast a methodical and disciplined draft process, one that's 
foundation Is laid years in advance. The “process” includes 
20 full-time members of the personnel department, but also 
has feedback from Ravens coaches. Most of Ozzie’s staff 
has been with the team since the franchise started in 1996 or 
has graduated from the “20/20 Club,” a group that consists 
of members who began with the Ravens as young assistants 
and grew into evaluators with more input. (The term “20/20” 
refers to hiring “20-year-olds for $20,000.” “Actually, the guys 
started when they were a little older than 20 and for more 
than $20,000, but that’s what we call them,” Newsome adds.) 


The Ravens do not belong to the National Football Scouting 
group, which provides member teams a log of reports on 
players eligible for the draft. Instead, they make their own 
list, and that means looking at every player on a collegiate 
roster. “We do a lot of cross-checking,, says Ravens 
assistant general manager Eric DeCosta, a graduate of 
Newsome’s “20/20 Club.” “A number of us look at everyone, 
and then we have the area scouts look at certain players 
from other regions so we get multiple grades and opinions 
on all the players.” 


Newsome, who is on the NFL's Competition Committee 
and the NFL Player Care Foundation Board, encourages 
all scouts and coaches to have strong opinions, noting 
specifically that he wants to hear what everyone in the room 
has to say. Because of this philosophy, Ozzie believes the 
biggest strength of the Ravens’ personnel team Is that “we 
respect and listen to each other.” 


“What sets us apart is that we have guys who cut their teeth 
right here in Baltimore, learning the way we do things,” 
Newsome affirms. “And we have had some great guys with 
Phil Savage, ‘Shack’ [James Harris], George Kokinis, Eric 
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— New York Giants General Manager Jerry Reese 


DeCosta and other people who were helping these young 
scouts along the way. | think that’s the secret. It’s not Ozzie. 
It's the way we do things, and the way these guys gravitate 
to the process of the Baltimore Ravens.” 


Newsome also fosters a working environment that breeds 
standout coaches. By bringing in individuals who embrace 
the “Raven Way,” Newsome aims to create a synergy that 
manufactures success among the scouts, coaches and 
players. As a result, Baltimore has had many of Its assistants 
move on to become or return as head coaches, both on the 
collegiate and NFL level: Jim Caldwell (Lions), Jack Del Rio 
(Jaguars/Raiders), Kirk Ferentz (lowa), Pat Hill (Fresno State), 
Hue Jackson (Raiders/Browns), Gary Kubiak (Broncos), 
Marvin Lewis (Bengals), Eric Mangini (Browns/Jets), Rick 
Neuheisel (UCLA), Mike Nolan (49ers), Chuck Pagano (Colts), 
Mike Pettine (Browns), Rex Ryan (Jets/Bills), Jim Schwartz 
(Lions), David Shaw (Stanford), Mike Singletary (49ers), Mike 
Smith (Falcons) and Ken Whisenhunt (Cardinals/Titans). 


“[Ravens] players believe, and that's the beauty of it,” states 
Ryan, who worked with Newsome from 1999-2008. “Ozzie 
brings in the right kind of players, and one thing we've always 
talked about is we dont want to coach effort. And that's the 
thing — we don't. [Ravens] guys love to play the game, and 
those are the guys you surround yourself with. That's why 
you have a chance to be successful [in Baltimore].” 


Newsome's motivation and work ethic are also reasons 
many people respect him. One specific way that devotion 
shines through Is in his everyday routine. If Ozzie's not in his 
office or out on the practice field, he can be found on the 
treadmill in the Ravens’ weight room. Exercising daily (and 
often putting in two-a-days), Ozzie says his workouts are just 
another way he tracks the pulse of the team. 


“By being around the coaches and players out at practice, 
Newsome states, “and being in that weight room around 
those players, | think | get a chance to build some things in 
my mind of how I'd like the makeup of our football team.” 


A year-by-year look at Newsome's Baltimore career: 


2015: The Ravens finished third in the AFC North after posting 
a 5-11 record...Baltimore had 20 players on Injured Reserve 
(NFL's second most), including eight key starters... The Ravens 
played an NFL-record 14 games decided by 8 points or fewer 
(tied, 1994 NY Giants)...Despite starting four different QBs 
(Joe Flacco, Matt Schaub, Jimmy Clausen & Ryan Mallett) 
for the first time in franchise history, Baltimore posted the 
second-most total net yards (5,749) in team annals...The 
Ravens also seta franchise record by averaging 266.9 passing 
yards per game...Leading the O-line was G Marshal Yanda, 
who earned his fifth-straight Pro Bowl nod...The Ravens 
boasted the NFLs top overall special teams unit, ranking No. 


1 in senior NFL writer Rick Gosselin’s (The Dallas Morning 
News) annual comprehensive ratings system...P Sam Koch 
and LS Morgan Cox (a “need” player) earned their first All- 
Star honors, with Koch posting a 42.9 net average (second in 
the NFL)... The Ravens ranked No. 8 in total defense, while in 
the second half of the season (final eight games), Baltimore 
posted the NFLs No. 2 overall defense and the No. 1 pass 
defense...OLB Elvis Dumervil posted a team-high 6 sacks 
and made the Pro Bowl as an alternate. 


2014: The Ravens produced a 10-6 regular season record en 
route to earning their sixth playoff berth in seven seasons... 
Baltimore, one of three AFC North teams to make the 2014 
postseason, finished third in the division behind Pittsburgh 
(11-5) and Cincinnati (10-5-1), but advanced to the Divisional 
Playoff round after capturing a 30-17 Wild Card victory in 
the Steel City... The Ravens’ bid to reach their fourth AFC 
Championship game under John Harbaugh was cut short 
in New England, where Baltimore fell to the Patriots, 35-31, 
after holding two 14-point leads during a thrilling battle... The 
Ravens set single-season franchise records by scoring 409 
points (including a team-best 206 on the road) and producing 
5,838 yards of offense...QB Joe Flacco tallied career bests 
in yards (3,986) and touchdown passes (27), while key free 
agent addition WR Steve Smith Sr. reached the 1,000-yard 
receiving milestone for the eighth time in his career (1,065 
yards on 79 catches)...WR Torrey Smith posted 11 receiving 
TDs, a mark that ranks as the second most in Ravens single- 
season history...First-time Pro Bowl RB Justin Forsett — 
another key free agent addition — produced a career-high 
1,266 rushing yards (the NFL's fifth most) and led the league in 
runs of 20-plus yards (a team-record 17)...Led by OLB Terrell 
Suggs and 2014 Pro Bowl selections OLB Elvis Dumervil and 


rookie LB C.J. Mosley (the team’s top overall draft choice), 
Baltimore tallied the NFL's second-most sacks (49, tied 
with Philadelphia) and boasted the No. 2 red zone defense 
(42.6)...P Sam Koch produced the NFL's No. 3 gross average 
(47.4) and No. 1 net average (43.3), setting the Ravens’ single- 
season records in each category. 


2013: For the first time since 2008 — the year the Ravens hired 
John Harbaugh — Baltimore did not make the playofts, falling 
one game short with an 8-8 mark and placing third in the AFC 
North (the Ravens were 3-3 in the division, splitting with all 
three rivals)...Baltimore played an NFL-high nine games 
decided by 3 points or fewer (5-4 record in those contests)... 
LB Daryl Smith, a vital free agent acquisition, had 19 passes 
defensed, setting a Ravens’ record by a linebacker (Ray 
Lewis, 13 in 2003)...Smith finished with career highs in sacks 
(5), INTs (3) & PD (19) and led the team in tackles (123)...O0LB 
Terrell Suggs (10) and OLB Elvis Dumervil (9.5), another top 
free agent offseason signing, combined for 19.5 sacks, with 
Suggs earning his sixth Pro Bowl invite...NT Haloti Ngata 
was elected to his fifth Pro Bowl, while CB Lardarius Webb's 
22 PD tied (Alterraun Verner) for the NFL's most...WR Torrey 
Smith tallied 1,128 receiving yards, the second most in single- 
season team history (Michael Jackson - 1,201 in 1996) and 
had a career-high 65 catches...Undrafted rookie WR Marlon 
Brown's 7 receiving TDs tied (Torrey Smith, 2011) for the most 
by a rookie in team history, while he also finished second 
(Smith, 2011) in catches (49) and receiving yards (524) by a 
Ravens rookie...Pro Bowl K Justin Tucker set franchise 
records in FGs made (38) and FGs attempted (41) and produced 
a franchise-record 140 points (tied for sixth in NFL)... Tucker 
also had 6 FGs of 50-plus yards and kicked 3 game-winning 
FGs, including a team-record 61-yarder at Detroit.

Rookie 
K Justin Tucker, an undrafted free agent 
signing, made 30 of 33 FGAs (90.9%), 
producing the third-best success rate 
in Ravens single-season history and the 
second-best mark by a rookie kicker 
in NFL history...En route to winning 
Super Bowl XLVII, 34-31, over the San 
Francisco 49ers in New Orleans, the 
Ravens produced one of the most 
electrifying postseasons in NFL history: 
Averaging 410.3 yards of offense (134.8 
rush & 275.5 pass) per game, Baltimore 
scored 31.0 points per contest while 
allowing just 22.0. WR Anquan Boldin 
recorded 22 catches for 380 yards 
and 4 TDs, while Jones posted a 29.4 
receiving average (5 for 147), catching 
TDs of 70 and 56 yards. (Jones also 
had a 108-yard KOR-TD in the Super 
Bowl.)...With a 3-TD performance 
vs. the 49ers, QB Joe Flacco threw 11 
TD passes in the playoffs, tying the 
NFL single-postseason record shared 
by Joe Montana (1989) and Kurt Warner (2008). (Flacco 
and Montana did not throw an INT during their respective 
postseasons.) Flacco finished the Super Bowl 22-of-33 for 
287 yards to produce a 124.2 rating (eighth-best mark in SB 
history) and earned MVP honors...

2011: The Ravens became the only NFL team to earn the 
playoffs from 2008-11, also winning the AFC North by 
sweeping the division for the first time in franchise history... 
Producing a second-straight 12-4 campaign, Baltimore also 
went 6-0 against playoff teams during the regular season... 
Baltimore earned a 20-13 Divisional Round victory over 
Houston at home, but the Ravens’ Super Bowl hopes came to 
a devastating end in New England with a last-second, 23-20 
loss in the AFC Championship game...The Ravens’ defense, 
which finished No. 3 in the league in fewest points permitted 
(16.6 ppg) for the fourth-straight year, tied an NFL record 
for consecutive seasons of being in the Top 3 for points 
allowed...RB Ray Rice produced a career-high and NFL- 
best 2,068 yards from scrimmage, ranking second In rushing 
(1,364 yards)...Rice also set a team mark with 15 total TDs... 
WR Torrey Smith, the Ravens’ 2011 
second-round draft pick, was third 
among NFLrookies with 841 receiving 
yards (50 catches); his receptions 
and yards, plus 7 TDs, set new 
Ravens first-year standards...Eight 
Ravens earned Pro Bowl honors: 
LB Ray Lewis (13th), S Ed Reed 
(eighth), OLB Terrell Suggs (fifth), DT 
Haloti Ngata (third), 2011 free agent 
acquisition FB Vonta Leach (second), 
RB Ray Rice (second), G Ben Grubbs 
(first) and G Marshal Yanda (first)... 
Suggs was also named the 2011 
Associated Press Defensive Player 
of the Year, marking the fourth time 
a Raven has won the honor (Reed - 
2004, and Lewis - 2003 & 2000). 


2010: Baltimore tied Pittsburgh 
for the best record in the division 
at 12-4, but lost the AFC North on 
the division-record tiebreaker (5-1 
to 4-2)...Baltimore, Indianapolis 
(an NFL record nine in a row) and 
Philadelphia became the only teams 
to make the playoffs from 2008-10... 
The 2010 campaign also marked the 
first time the Ravens ever earned the 
postseason three years in a row (the 
Ravens later extended their record to five years in 2012)... 
In the Wild Card game at Kansas City, the Ravens prevailed, 
30-7, becoming the only NFL team to win at least one playoff 
game in each of the last three seasons...John Harbaugh 
became the first head coach in NFL history to take over a 
sub-.500 team and then win a playoff game in each of his 
first three seasons...Five Ravens earned Pro Bowl honors: 
LB Ray Lewis (12th), S Ed Reed (seventh), OLB Terrell Suggs 
(fourth), DT Haloti Ngata (second) and K Billy Cundiff (first)... 
Pro Bowl WR Anquan Boldin, acquired by Newsome in an 
offseason trade with Arizona, tallied team highs with 64 
catches and 837 receiving yards. 


Pick Pro Bowls 


2009: After posting a 9-7 record, the Ravens produced their 
sixth playoff team of the decade (2000-09)...Behind an offense 
that ranked ninth in NFL scoring (24.4 ppg) and a defense that 
finished third in total yards (300.5 ypg) and points (16.3 ppg) 
allowed, the Ravens upended the Patriots (33-14) in the Wild 
Card round, becoming the first road team to win a playoff game 
at New England since 1978...For the first time in team history, 
Baltimore had a 3,000-yard passer (Joe Flacco - 3,613), a 
1,000-yard rusher (Ray Rice - 1,339) and a 1,000-yard receiver 
(Derrick Mason - 1,028) in the same season...Five Ravens 
were voted to the Pro Bowl, including LB Ray Lewis (11th), S 
Ed Reed (sixth), FB Le’Ron McClain (second), DT Haloti Ngata 
(first) and Rice (first)...Rookie T Michael Oher, who started 16 
games, finished second for Diet Pepsi Rookie of the Year (VFL. 
com fan vote) and earned All-Rookie team honors. 


2008: Along with owner Steve Bisciotti, president Dick Cass 
and several other front office executives, Newsome headed 
the search committee that hired first-year head coach 
John Harbaugh...The Ravens posted an 11-5 regular season 
record and advanced to the AFC Championship game, where 
they fell to the eventual Super Bowl champion Steelers... 
Led by Newsome and Harbaugh, Baltimore produced 13 total 
victories, which set an NFL record for most wins by a first- 
year head coach (Harbaugh) and rookie quarterback (Joe 
Flacco)...Baltimore’s stifling defense — ranked No. 2 in the 
NFL — set several franchise records, while the Ravens also 
had five players earn Pro Bowl honors: LB Ray Lewis, S Ed 
Reed, ST Brendon Ayanbadejo, OLB Terrell Suggs and FB 
Le’Ron McClain...Flacco, who became the first rookie OB 
ever to win two playoff games, was named the Diet Pepsi 
Rookie of the Year (VFL.com fan vote). 


2007: Despite finishing 5-11 in an injury-marred season 
(Baltimore lost 77 games to starters), the Ravens sent 
four players to the Pro Bowl: T Jonathan Ogden (11th), 
LB Ray Lewis (ninth), S Ed Reed (fourth) and RB Willis 
McGahee (first)...Former free agent acquisition WR Derrick 
Mason (2005) set a Ravens’ single-season record with 103 
receptions...Ravens had six different rookies start a game, 
tying for the second most in the NEL. 


2006: Baltimore produced the best record in franchise 
history with a 13-3 mark before falling to Indianapolis in the 
Divisional Playoff, 15-6... Thanks to key offseason free agent 
additions like 2003 NFL co-MVP OB Steve McNair, four-time 
Pro Bowl DT Trevor Pryce and Pro Bowl special teamer Gary 
Stills, the Ravens improved in all three phases of the game... 
Additionally, the Ravens had five rookie draft picks start at 
least one contest, including first-rounder DT Haloti Ngata (16 
games) and fifth-round pick S Dawan Landry (14 games)... 
Both Ngata and Landry earned PFW/PFWA All-Rookie Team 
honors and were integral pieces of Baltimore's No. 1-ranked 
defense...Ravens produced eight Pro Bowl players, including 
McNair...After the Ravens’ 27-26 win at Tennessee, keyed by 
McNair's 373-yard, 3-TD effort and Pryce’s game-clinching 
FG block, Newsome was awarded the game ball for his 
efforts in building the 2006 team. 





2005: A difficult season ended with a 6-10 record...The 
Ravens lost 67 games to starting players with injuries, third 
most in the NFL...Pro Bowlers WR Derrick Mason and CB 
Samari Rolle, were added for the campaign...T Jonathan 
Ogden made his ninth-straight Pro Bowl...First-round draft 
choice WR Mark Clayton set then-rookie records with single- 
season franchise highs in catches (44) and yards (471). 


2004: Baltimore, with key starters missing a total of 53 
games, fell one game short of the playoffs, finishing with 
a 9-7 mark...S Ed Reed, the Ravens’ first pick in 2002, was 
named the NFLs Defensive Player of the Year...Reed, LB 
Ray Lewis, CB Chris McAlister, T Jonathan Ogden and OLB 
Terrell Suggs all made the Pro Bowl...In June 2004, the Pro 
Football Writers Association honored Newsome with the 
Jack Horrigan Award for his cooperation and understanding 
of the media.

The 2012 World Championship marked the Ravens’ 
second Super Bowl title (2000) in the franchise's short history. 
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2003: Ravens won their first division title with a 10-6 
record...Baltimore hosted the Titans in the Wild Card game, 
but fell, 20-17...Ravens sent an NFL-best (tied with KC) 
eight players to the Pro Bowl, all of whom were originally 
drafted by Baltimore...The Ravens 
picked OLB Terrell Suggs (first 
round, 10th overall), who posted a 
team rookie-record 12 sacks and 
earned NFL Defensive Rookie of the 
Year honors...RB Jamal Lewis was 
named the NFL's Offensive Player of 
the Year, posting the then-second- 
most rushing yards in league history 
(2,066)...LB Ray Lewis earned his 
second (2000) Defensive Player of 
the Year honor. 


2002: Was promoted and became the NFLs first African 
American general manager...Newsome and his. staff 
assembled the youngest team in league history...Most 
observers predicted the Ravens would win very few games, 
but Baltimore entered Week 15 with a 7-7 mark and a chance 
to be the AFC’s top Wild Card playoff team...Two last- 
minute losses to Cleveland (14-13) and at Pittsburgh (34-31) 
gave Baltimore a 7-9 mark... That years draft produced two 
immediate starters (S Ed Reed & DE Anthony Weaver) and 
standout returner Lamont Brightful...Reed led the Ravens 
with 5 INTs and made every NFL All-Rookie team. 


2001: Picking late in each round after winning Super Bowl 
XXXV, Newsome and his staff continued to draft well by 
selecting TE Todd Heap (first round, 31st overall), who 
finished his Ravens career in 2010 as the franchise's all-time 
leader in TD catches (41)...Ravens concluded the season 
with a 10-6 record and won at Miami (21-3) in the Wild Card 
game before falling in the Divisional Playoff at Pittsburgh (27- 
10)...Six Ravens earned Pro Bowl honors. 


2000: Newsome was voted the NFLs Executive of the Year... 
Finishing 12-4, the Ravens earned a Wild Card berth and won 
Super Bowl XXXV, 34-7, over the New 
York Giants...Baltimore’s bruising 
defense, considered one of the best 
in league history, permitted just 970 
rushing yards and 165 points — both 
NFL records in a 16-game season... 
The architects of the Ravens’ Super 
Bowl championship team, Newsome 
and his staff hit gold with the selection 
of RB Jamal Lewis (the team’s all-time 
leading rusher) with the fifth pick in 
the first round...As a rookie, Lewis set a then-Ravens’ team 
record with 1,364 rushing yards... The Ravens had five Pro 
Bowlers, including key free agents DT Sam Adams and S Rod 
Woodson, whom Newsome signed. 


1999: The Ravens finished 8-8 in Brian Billick’s first season as 
head coach and had five players named to the Pro Bowl...

Newsome continued a hot hand at drafting by tabbing 
Arizona CB Chris McAlister (10th overall), who earned three 
Pro Bowls (2003-04 and 2006) in Baltimore. 


1998: Coordinated the selection of CB Duane Starks with the 
Ravens’ first pick (10th overall)...Starks 
tied forthe NFLs INT lead among rookies 
that year (equaling Charles Woodson’s 
5)...Starks then added 5 more thefts in 
his second season and led the Ravens 
with 6 picks in 2000, including a 49-yard 
INT for a TD against the NY Giants in 
Super Bowl XXXV. 


1997: In their second draft, the Ravens 
picked eventual four-time Pro Bowl LB 
Peter Boulware, LB Jamie Sharper, 
S Kim Herring and C Jeff Mitchell — all of whom became 
starters vs. the Giants in the Super Bowl XXXV victory... 
Boulware, the Ravens’ No. 2 all-time sacks leader (70, behind 
OLB Terrell Suggs — 106.5), was the consensus choice for 
NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year and led the AFC in sacks 
(15) in 2001. 


1996: Art Modell invited Newsome to join him as the Ravens’ 
VP of player personnel when the team moved from Cleveland 
to Baltimore...Under Newsome's direction, the 1996 draft 
produced two perennial Pro Bowlers in T Jonathan Ogden 
(a Pro Football Hall of Famer) and LB Ray Lewis, who was 
the Super Bowl XXXV MVP and NFL's Defensive Player of the 
Year in 2000 & 2003...Also earning the Pro Bowl as a returner 
was WR Jermaine Lewis (1998 and 2001), a fifth-rounder in 
that draft, who still holds several franchise return records. 


1991-95: (with Cleveland) Newsome’s first position in the 
Browns’ front office was as a special assignment scout... 
Two years later (1993), Newsome was promoted to a very 
comprehensive assignment — assistant to the head coach 
(Bill Belichick)/offense/pro personnel...In 1994, Newsome 
was named the Browns director of pro personnel...Although 
he continued to help on the field, Newsome provided 
detailed studies on other NFL players and 
recommended which players the Browns 
should try to acquire. 


NFL PLAYER: 1978-90: (with Cleveland) 
Newsome retired after 13 years as a 
premier NFLtight end...Entering 2016, his 
662 receptions and 7,980 receiving yards 
both rank fifth most all time by a TE (each 
mark also stands as the most ever by any 
player in Browns history)...Newsome 
also caught 47 career touchdown passes, fourth most in 
Browns annals...Newsome ended his career as the fourth- 
leading NFL receiver of all time...He earned three Pro Bowls 
(1981, 1984-85) and was a four-time winner of the Cleveland

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Super Bowl-winning head coach John Harbaugh has led 
the Ravens to a playoff berth in six (2008-12 and 2014) of 
his eight seasons in Baltimore, and in 2012, captured the 
franchise's second World Championship. 


Though he never wants it to be about him, it's become 
quite difficult to ignore Harbaugh’s measurable success. 


Here's a look, entering the 2016 campaign: 


e The Ravens are one of only five teams with at least six 
playoff berths in the past eight seasons: Green Bay (7), New 
England (7), Baltimore (6), Cincinnati (6) and Indianapolis 
(6). Baltimore has also won at least one playoff game in 
each of those postseasons — the only team to do so. 


e The Ravens’ 10 playoff wins since 2008 are two more 
than the next teams’ victories (New England and Seattle 
both have eight). Of those Ravens’ wins, seven have come 
on the road (also an NFL best). 


e With the Ravens’ 2014 playoff berth, John Harbaugh 
became one of eight coaches in NFL history to make the 
postseason in six of their first seven seasons coaching. 
For coaches who made the playoffs in at least six of their 
first eight years, “Harbs” is one of three active coaches to 
do so (Mike McCarthy & Andy Reid). 


e Harbaugh owns the second-most playoff victories (10, 
tied with George Seifert) by a head coach in his first eight 
seasons (since the 1970 merger). (Joe Gibbs is first with 11.) 


e Harbaugh, Tom Landry (Dallas) and Tom Coughlin 
(Jaguars/Giants) own the most road playoff wins (7) by a 
head coach in NFL history. 


e The Ravens have posted at least 10 wins in five of 
Harbaugh's eight seasons at the helm, with Baltimore 
owning the NFL's fourth-most total victories (87, including 
playoffs) since his 2008 arrival. 


COACHING BACKGROUND 


YEARS COLLEGE/PRO TEAM POSITION 


e Harbaugh is the only head coach in NFL history (since 
1970 merger) to win a playoff game in each of his first 
four and five seasons. He is also the only head coach in 
NFL history to win a playoff game in six of the first seven 
seasons of a coaching career. 


e The 2012 Ravens won Super Bowl XLVII, 34-31, over the 
San Francisco 49ers in one of the most dramatic games in 
NFL history. Baltimore jumped to a 28-6 lead, but needed 
a critical goal-line stand late in the fourth quarter to help 
seal the victory. The Ravens overcame a furious second- 
half comeback and a 34-minute power outage at the 
Mercedes-Benz Superdome in New Orleans to clinch the 
franchise's second World Championship. 


e Under Harbaugh’s guidance, the Ravens have appeared 
in three AFC Championship games (2008, 2011, 2012) and 
have won at least one playoff game during each of their 
six postseasons with him as head coach. 


e John and his younger brother, Jim (2011, 2012 and 2013), 
the former 49ers’ head coach, are the only NFL head 
coaches to reach three conference championships in the 
first five seasons of a coaching career. 


e Harbaugh owns the sixth-best winning percentage (.608) 
among active NFL head coaches, compiling an 87-56 
overall record (including playoffs). For head coaches who 
have coached a minimum of 75 games, “Harbs” is fourth 
only to Bill Belichick, Mike McCarthy and Mike Tomlin. 


e Harbaugh has led the Ravens to 77 regular season wins 
since 2008, tying (New Orleans) for the NFL's sixth most. 


e With Harbaugh, the Ravens have recorded a 48-16 
mark at M&T Bank Stadium over the past eight seasons, 
ranking as the NFLs third-best home record during that 
span (2008-15).

From his job interview with the Ravens, to his first press 
conference, to his consistent action and talk about Baltimore, it 
is all about “the team” for Harbaugh. Signs can be seen around 
the Ravens’ complex: 


“The Team, The Team, The Team.” 


“My coaching philosophy can be summed up easily,” said 
Harbaugh, the third head coach in Ravens history, following 
Ted Marchibroda (1996-98) and Brian Billick (1999-2007). “The 
three most important things are the team, the team and the 
team. Everything we do Is to make the team better. Individuals 
can let their lights shine, and we encourage that. But, nothing 
should detract from making the team better.” 


Despite his early success, “Harbs” diffuses accolades: 
“It's about us. It's about the team. It's about the players, the 
coaches, Steve [Bisciotti], Ozzie [Newsome] and the scouts. 
It's about Dick [Cass] and the support staff. It's about all of us 
pulling together to win — to be the best.” 


Unlike other NFL head coaches, “Harbs” took the road less 
traveled. Most NFL field bosses graduate from pro jobs 
that include the word “coordinator” after “offensive” or 
“defensive, or they emerge from heading big-time college 
programs. Before becoming the Ravens’ head coach in 2008, 
John was the Eagles’ secondary coach (2007), and prior to that, 
Philadelphia’s special teams coordinator (1998-2006) and a 14- 
year collegiate coach. (Harbaugh also grew up learning about 
the game from his father, Jack, a longtime college coach.) 


In 1998, then-Eagles head coach Ray Rhodes hired Harbaugh, 
who quickly established a reputation as one of the NFLs top 
special teams coaches. Subsequently, he was one of four 
assistants retained by Andy Reid in 1999. 


Prior to hiring Harbaugh, the Ravens talked with over 40 people 
about the energetic coach. “Did we take a chance by hiring 
John? My belief is that you have to be willing to do things 
the masses don't, or you'll never separate yourself from the 
masses,” stated team owner Steve Bisciotti. “We obviously 
picked the right person.” 


Simply put, Harbaugh strives to be the best. “We don't want 
to just win a championship. We want to be a championship 
team, he stated. “We want to become something. We seek 
the highest levels.” 


His teams are balanced, disciplined and hard-nosed. “We 
want to be the most physical team, but we also want to be the 
cleanest. Hard-hitting and playing with physicality does not 
mean dirty, he added.

e The Ravens finished third in the highly-competitive AFC 
North after posting a 5-11 record...It marked just the second 
time Baltimore did not make the playoffs in Harbaugh’s eight 
seasons...The Ravens had 20 players on Injured Reserve 
(NFL's second most), including eight key starters (DE Chris 
Canty, QB Joe Flacco, RB Justin Forsett, TE Crockett Gillmore, 
T Eugene Monroe, WR Steve Smith Sr., OLB Terrell Suggs and 
C Jeremy Zuttah)...Baltimore played an NFL-record 14 games 
decided by 8 points or fewer (tied, 1994 NY Giants) and played 
an NFL-high (tied, Chicago) seven games decided by 3 points 
or fewer (4-3 record). 


e Despite starting four different OBs (Joe Flacco, Matt Schaub, 
Jimmy Clausen & Ryan Mallett) for the first time in franchise 
history, Baltimore posted the second-most total net yards 
(5,749) inteam annals... The Ravens also set a franchise record 
by averaging 266.9 passing yards per game, thanks In part to a 
unit that allowed the NFL's third-fewest sacks (24)...Leading 
the O-line was G Marshal Yanda, who earned his fifth-straight 
Pro Bowl nod...WR Kamar Aiken finished with team highs in 
catches (75), receiving yards (944) and receiving TDs (5). 


e The Ravens boasted the NFLs top overall special teams unit, 
ranking No. 1 in both senior NFL writer Rick Gosselin's (The 
Dallas Morning News) annual comprehensive ratings system 
and the Pro Football Focus rankings (Baltimore has ranked in 
Gosselin’s Top 5 in four-straight seasons)...P Sam Koch and 
LS Morgan Cox (a “need” player) earned their first Pro Bowl 
honors, with Koch posting a 42.9 net average (second in the 
NFL) and allowing 5.0 yards per return (the NFL's second-best 
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figure)... The Ravens blocked a kick (2 PATs, 2 FGs and 1 punt) 
In five-straight contests, a feat that had not been accomplished 
since 1983 (Atlanta)...Baltimore’s 5 blocked kicks in 2015 tied 
(Oakland) for the NFL's most. 


e The Ravens ranked No. 8 in total defense, marking the 11th time 
the unit finished in the NFLs Top 10 over the past 13 seasons 
(2003-15)...In the second half of the season (final eight games), 
Baltimore posted the NFLs No. 2 overall defense and the No. 1 
pass defense...Second-year LB C.J. Mosley tallied 116 tackles, 
4 sacks and 7 PD, adding 1 FF and a 41-yard FR-TD...OLB Elvis 
Dumervil, whose leadership was valuable in the absence of 
Suggs (Achilles tear), posted a team-high 6 sacks and made the 
Pro Bowl as an alternate.

e The Ravens produced a 10-6 regular season record, earning 
their sixth playoff berth in the past seven seasons...Baltimore, 
one of three AFC North teams to make the postseason, finished 
third in the division behind Pittsburgh (11-5) and Cincinnati (10-5- 
1), but advanced to the Divisional Playoff round after capturing 
a 30-17 Wild Card victory in the Steel City... The Ravens’ bid to 
reach their fourth AFC Championship game under Harbaugh was 
cut short in New England, where Baltimore fell to the Patriots, 
35-31, after holding two 14-point leads during a thrilling battle. 


e The Ravens set single-season franchise records by scoring 409 
points and producing 5,838 yards of offense in 2014...Baltimore 
gave up just 19 sacks (the second fewest in franchise history), 
which ranked only behind Denver's 17 as the NFLs fewest 
allowed...QB Joe Flacco tallied career bests in yards (3,986) 
and touchdown passes (27), while key free agent addition WR 
Steve Smith Sr. reached the 1,000-yard receiving milestone for 
the eighth time in his career (1,065 yards on 79 catches)...WR 
Torrey Smith posted 11 receiving TDs, the second most in Ravens 
single-season history...First-time Pro Bowl RB Justin Forsett 
produced a career-high 1,266 rushing yards (the NFL's fifth most) 
and led the league in runs of 20-plus yards (a team-record 17);

and No. 1 net average (43.3), setting the Ravens’ single-season 
records for each...Highlighted by his third-career 108-yard KOR- 
TD, RS Jacoby Jones ranked second in the NFL in KOR average 
(30.6)...As a team, the Ravens were No. 1 in the league with a 
28.3-yard KOR mark. 


e For the first time since Harbaugh's 2008 arrival, Baltimore did 
not make the playoffs, falling one game short with an 8-8 mark and 
placing third in the AFC North...Baltimore played an NFL-high 
nine games decided by 3 points or less, compiling a 5-4 record 
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In those contests...How close were the Ravens to making the 
playoffs? They were tied 17-17 near the end of the third quarter in 
the season-ending loss at Cincinnati, needing a victory to secure 
what would have been their sixth-straight postseason berth. 


e OLB Terrell Suggs (10) and OLB Elvis Dumervil (9.5) combined 
for 19.5 sacks, with Suggs earning his sixth Pro Bowl invite...NT 
Haloti Ngata was elected to his fifth Pro Bowl, while CB Lardarius 
Webb's 22 PD ranked as the NFLs second most. 


e WR Torrey Smith tallied 1,128 receiving yards, the second most 
in single-season team history (Michael Jackson - 1,201 in 1996) 
and had a career-high 65 catches, posting the NFLs fifth-best 
yards-per-catch average (17.4)...Undrafted rookie WR Marlon 
Brown's 7 receiving TDs tied (Torrey Smith, 2011) for the most by 
a rookie in team history, while he also finished second (Smith, 
2011) in catches (49) and receiving yards (524) by a Ravens’ 
rookie...G Marshal Yanda also earned his third Pro Bowl honor. 


e Pro Bowl K Justin Tucker set franchise records in FGs made 
(38) and FGs attempted (41) and produced a franchise-record 140 
points (tied for sixth in NFL)...Tucker also had 6 FGs of 50-plus 
yards and kicked 3 game-winning FGs, including a team-record 
61-yarder at Detroit.

SUPER BOWL ‘<&¥71 CHAMPIONS 


e The Ravens captured a second-consecutive AFC North title 
with a 10-6 mark before sweeping four playoff games to win 
Super Bowl XLVII: 24-9 over the visiting Colts on Wild Card 
weekend; 38-35 in double overtime at Denver in the Divisional 
Round; 28-13 at New England in the AFC Championship — shutting 
out the Patriots, who owned the leagues top offense, in the 
second half; and then topping the 49ers, 34-31, in New Orleans 
after jumping to a 28-6 third-quarter lead...Showing a resolve 
that was a hallmark of that championship team, the Ravens 
overcame a three-game December losing streak and 53 games 
lost to defensive starters to win the title. 


e Baltimore set a then-single-season franchise record by 
scoring 398 points, averaging the NFLs 10th-most points per 
game (24.9)...The Ravens scored a team-record 254 points at 
home, producing the NFLs fourth-best home average of 31.8 
ppg...Baltimore also surrendered just 16 give-aways, setting a 
franchise single-season record low. 


e The Ravens special teams units were spectacular: In addition 
to posting a league-best (tied, Darius Reynaud) 3 kick return 
TDs (108- & 105-yard KORs and 63-yard PR), WR/RS Jacoby 
Jones led the NFL in KOR average (30.7)...Rookie K Justin 
Tucker, an undrafted free agent signing, made 30 of 33 FGAs 
(90.9%), producing the second-best success rate in Ravens 
single-season history and the second-best mark by a rookie 
kicker in NFL history.

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e For their regular season efforts, six Ravens earned Pro Bowl 
honors: S Ed Reed (ninth), DT Haloti Ngata (fourth), FB Vonta 
Leach (third), RB Ray Rice (third), G Marshal Yanda (second) and 
Jones (first). 


e En route to winning Super Bowl XLVII, the Ravens produced 
one of the most electrifying postseasons in NFL history by 
averaging 410.3 yards of offense per game (134.8 rush & 275.5 
pass), scoring 31.0 points per contest and allowing just 22.0... 
WR Anquan Boldin recorded 22 catches for 380 yards and 4 IDs, 
while Jones posted a 29.4 receiving average (5 for 147), catching 
TDs of 70 and 56 yards (Jones also had a 108-yard KOR-TD in 
the Super Bowl.)...With a 3-TD performance vs. the 49ers, OB 
Joe Flacco threw 11 TD passes in the postseason, tying the NFL 
single-postseason record shared by Joe Montana (1989) and 
Kurt Warner (2008)...Flacco finished the Super Bowl 22-of-33 
for 287 yards to produce a 124.2 rating (eighth-best mark in SB 
history) and earned game MVP honors...The Ravens’ defense 
was also stout during the playoffs, registering 10 take-aways (6 
INTs and 4 FRs) to produce a +6 turnover differential.

e Producing a second-straight 12-4 record (13-5 overall), 
Baltimore won the AFC North, sweeping the division for the 
first time in team history... The Ravens were 6-0 against playoff 
teams (7-1 including postseason), matching Green Bay as the 
only clubs to go undefeated in division play and against other 
postseason qualifiers during the regular season...In what was 
a franchise first, the Ravens also went unbeaten at home (9-0 
with a playoff victory over Houston)...Baltimore earned a 20-13 
Divisional Round victory over the Texans, and then fell, 23-20, in 
a heartbreaking AFC Championship thriller at New England. 


e The Ravens defense, which finished No. 3 in the league in 
fewest points permitted (16.6) for the fourth-straight year, tied 
an NFL record for consecutive seasons of being in the Top 3 for 
points allowed. 


e RB Ray Rice produced a career-high and NFL-best 2,068 yards 
from scrimmage, ranking second in rushing (1,364)...Rice also set 
a team mark with 15 total TDs...WR Torrey Smith was third among 
NFL rookies with 841 receiving yards (50 catches); his receptions 
and yards, plus 7 TDs, set new Ravens first-year standards. 


e Eight Ravens earned Pro Bowl honors: LB Ray Lewis (13th), 
S Ed Reed (eighth), OLB Terrell Suggs (fifth), DT Haloti Ngata 
(third), FB Vonta Leach (second), Rice (second), G Ben Grubbs 
(first) and G Marshal Yanda (first)...Suggs was also named the 
2011 Associated Press Defensive Player of the Year, marking the 
fourth time a Raven has won the honor (Reed - 2004 and Lewis - 
2003 & 2000). 


e Baltimore tied Pittsburgh for the best record in the division at 
12-4, but lost the AFC North on the division-record tiebreaker (5-1 
to 4-2)...Baltimore, Indianapolis (an NFL record nine in a row) 
and Philadelphia became the only teams to make the playoffs 
from 2008-10...The 2010 campaign also marked the first time the 
Ravens ever earned the postseason three years in a row (the 
Ravens later extended their record to five years in 2012). 


e In the Wild Card game at Kansas City, the Ravens prevailed

playoff team of the decade (2000-09)...Behind the NFL's ninth- 
ranked scoring offense (24.4 ppg) and a defense that finished third 
in total yards and points allowed (300.5 ypg/16.3 ppg), the Ravens 
upended the Patriots (33-14) in the Wild Card round, becoming the 
first road team to win a playoff game at New England since 1978. 


e For the first time in team history, Baltimore had a 3,000-yard 
passer (Joe Flacco - 3,613), a 1,000-yard rusher (Ray Rice - 1,339) 
and a 1,000-yard receiver (Derrick Mason - 1,028) in the same 
season.

It’s one thing to be more comfortable, to be sure, be more determined and 
be clearer. But he doesn’t not talk to Ozzie [Newsome] and me and ask us for advice. That, to me, is the mark of a 
great leader. You can become more confident and more accomplished and more sure of yourself, but you're still 
just as Interested in your partners decisions.

never replaced that inquisitiveness with assuredness. 


ADDITIONAL RAVENS NOTES DURING HARBAUGH ERA: 
Impressively, the Ravens’ Top 5 seasons for fewest turnovers 
have all occurred during Harbaugh’s tenure. In 2012, 
Baltimore set a franchise single-season record for fewest 
turnovers (16), breaking the previous mark of 20 from 2010. 
Constantly stressing attention to detail, Harbaugh’s 2010 and 
2011 teams combined to produce the fewest penalties (182) 
over a two-year stretch in franchise history. 


Maintaining a strong defensive tradition, the Ravens finished 
four (2008-11) of the past eight seasons as the NFL's No. 3 
scoring defense (fewest points allowed) —tying an NFLrecord 
for consecutive seasons ranking in the Top 3. Harbaugh's 
red zone defense has finished in the Top 5 in six of his eight 
seasons, including first overall in 2011 and second in 2014, 
2012 and 2008. Overall, during his time in Baltimore (2008-15), 
Harbaugh's defense has allowed the NFLs fewest overall 
touchdowns (251), the second-fewest points per game (19.1) 
and the third-fewest net yards per game (316.3). 


The Ravens’ offense has also experienced record-setting 
successes during the Harbaugh Era. In an injury-riddled 
2015 season, while starting four different QBs for the first 
time in franchise history, Baltimore posted the second-most 
total net yards in team history (89 short of 2014 record), 
finishing with 5,749 yards. The Ravens also set a franchise 
record by averaging 266.9 passing yards per game. In 2014, 
QB Joe Flacco set career highs in passing yards (3,986) and 
touchdown passes (27) en route to Baltimore posting the 
most points (409) in Ravens history. Flacco, the franchise's 
all-time passing leader (2,479-of-4,070 for 28,322 yards 
and 162 touchdowns), has been especially remarkable in 
postseason play. The Super Bowl XLVII MVP has thrown 25 
touchdowns and just 10 INTs in 15 playoff games, including 
21 TDs and 3 INTs in his last eight postseason games (6-2 
record). Under Harbaugh’s guidance, Flacco has produced 75 
regular season wins, the fifth most by a starting quarterback 
in the first eight seasons of a career. Flaccos receivers 
have also shined during the Harbaugh Era, with Baltimore 
witnessing four 1,000-yard receiving seasons — two by WR 
Derrick Mason (2008-09) and one each by Torrey Smith (2013) 
and Steve Smith Sr. (2014). On the ground, the Ravens have 
had running backs eclipse the 1,000-yard rushing mark five 
times under Harbaugh’s watch — four by RB Ray Rice (2009- 
12) and once by RB Justin Forsett (2014). Impressively, the 
Ravens have averaged 118.2 rushing yards per game under 
Harbaugh, ranking as the NFLs 11th-best figure since 2008. 
“Running the football is part of our DNA in Baltimore,” the 
coach often states. 
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On special teams, an impressive six Ravens have earned 
Pro Bowl honors while playing for Harbaugh: ST Brendon 
Ayanbadejo (2008), K Billy Cundiff (2010), RS Jacoby Jones 
(2012), K Justin Tucker (2013), LS Morgan Cox (2015) and P 
Sam Koch (2015). A byproduct of the Ravens consistently 
producing one of the NFLs top special teams units during 
Harbaugh’s tenure, senior NFL writer Rick Gosselin of The 
Dallas Morning News has ranked the Ravens tn the Top 5 of 
his annual comprehensive ratings system in four-consecutive 
seasons. (This includes a No. 1 ranking in 2015.) 


NFL ASSISTANT COACH: 1998-2007 (with Philadelphia) 
Harbaugh's special teams in Philadelphia were consistently 
ranked among the NFLs best. From 2000-05, the Eagles’ 
units finished in the Top 10 in five of those seasons in [he 
Dallas Morning News’ special teams rankings. In 2001 and 
2003, Philly ranked No. 1, according to senior NFL writer Rick 
Gosselin’s composite (includes 22 kicking-game categories). 


Following the 2001 campaign, Harbaugh was voted the NFLs 
Special Teams Coach of the Year by his peers. He was also 
named The Dallas Morning News Special Teams Coach 
of the Year that season. In just four seasons (1998-2001), 
Harbaugh elevated the Eagles special teams units from 29th 
to first in the league.

Entering 2016, John Harbaugh owns the sixth-best winning percentage (.608) among active NFL head coaches, compiling 
an 87-56 overall record (including playoffs). For active head coaches who have coached a minimum of 75 games, Harbaugh 
ranks fourth behind Bill Belichick, Mike McCarthy and Mike Tomlin.

In 1999, the Eagles signed K David Akers, who had been 
working as a part-time waiter after brief kicking stints with 
Carolina, Atlanta and Washington. With Harbaugh’s help, 
Akers became a three-time Pro Bowler. Harbaugh also worked 
with P Dirk Johnson, another “street” free agent, helping him 
record the then-Top 2 punting averages (38.4 in 2005 and 37.4 
in 2004) in Eagles history. Under “Harbs,” 15 Eagles earned 
Special Teams Player of the Week awards, while snapper 
Mike Bartrum was named to the Pro Bowl, and RS Reno Mahe 
led the NFL with a 12.8 punt return average in 2005. 


COLLEGE COACHING CAREER: Among John’s 32 years of 
coaching is a two-year stint (1995-96) as the assistant head 
coach at the University of Cincinnati, finishing 6-5 both 
seasons with the Bearcats. He coached 10 years on offense 
and four on defense at the collegiate level, launching his 
coaching career in 1984 at the age of 21 as a graduate 
assistant for his father at Western Michigan. In his second 
position at the University of Pittsburgh (1987), he was 
mentored by the legendary Sid Gillman, a Pro Football Hall of 
Famer. John also coached the tight ends at Pitt under head 
coach Mike Gottfried. While at Cincinnati (1989-96), Harbaugh 
coached special teams, tight ends, outside linebackers, 
running backs and was the recruiting coordinator. 


Over eight years, Harbaugh recruited 27 starters for the 
Bearcats and tutored both the NCAA‘s top return man (former 
Raven Robert Tate, 34.3 KOR average in 1995) and the second- 
ranked returner (current Ravens defensive backs coach 
Chris Hewitt, 31.5 KOR average in 1993). John was part of a 
staff that helped Cincinnati produce three out of four winning 
seasons (1993, 1995-96) for the first time in 20 years. 


“Harbs” also coached one season at Indiana in 1997 as the 
defensive backs coach/special teams coordinator, under 
former Ravens offensive coordinator Cam Cameron, and one 
year at Morehead State in 1988 as the defensive backs coach/ 
special teams and strength and conditioning coordinator. 


COACHING HONORS: In April 2014, Harbaugh was inducted 
into Miami (OH) University's “Cradle of Coaches Association” 
and was immortalized with an on-campus statue. Harbaugh's 
statue (see p. 73) joins existing Cradle of Coaches statues for

His younger brother, 
Jim, who was the Ravens’ starting OB in 1998, played 14 
seasons in the NFL and was the San Francisco 49ers’ head 
coach from 2011-14. (The University of Michigan hired Jim as 
its head football coach following the 2014 NFL campaign.) In 
a showdown that featured the first-ever NFL game between 
head coaches who are brothers, John’s Ravens bested Jim's 
49ers, 16-6, in a 2011 Thanksgiving Night (Nov. 24) primetime 
special. The Ravens, of course, then topped the 49ers, 34-31, 
in Super Bowl XLVII. The brothers’ sister, Joani, is married to 
Indiana University basketball coach Tom Crean.

Award as a defensive back for the Redhawks. He earned his 
masters in physical education at Western Michigan. 


PERSONAL: Devoted to his family and his Christian faith, 
John Is most active in helping the Baltimore area be better 
for families. He earned the 2011 “Power of Excellence 
Award” from the (Ben) Carson Scholars for “demonstrating 
excellence in life and being a role model.” He's a board 
member for the Port Discovery Children’s Museum and a 
contributor to numerous Baltimore-area events and charities. 
Also a willing volunteer, his wife, Ingrid, contributes to both 
the Helping Up Mission and Sarah's House. 


Harbaugh is an advocate of the U.S. Military. The NFL 
awarded him its 2013 Salute to Service Award, acknowledging 
exceptional efforts by those in the league who honor and 
support military members. (Harbaugh was also afinalist forthe 
award in 2011.) In 2012, Army Chief of Staff General Raymond 
Odierno presented him with the Outstanding Civilian Service 
Award. Harbaugh took part in the annual NFL-USO coaches’ 
tour of the Middle East in 2009, has visited numerous military 
bases in the U.S. and abroad (including a 2014 February trip to 
the Middle East), has purchased school supplies for children 
whose parents are serving in the military and has sent care 
packages to troops overseas. 


In 2008, Harbaugh also helped institute Military Appreciation 
Day, an annual event that takes place during Ravens training 
camp. Since its establishment, an estimated 9,000 service 
members have enjoyed preferred seating and opportunities 
to meet Ravens players and coaches each summer. Once the 
season begins, Harbaugh then invites wounded warriors to 
be his guests at every Ravens home game. A history buff, 
Harbaugh has also taken the Ravens to Gettysburg, PA, 
during offseason team activities to learn about the Civil War. 


John attended Ann Arbor (MI) Pioneer HS, where he and 
brother, Jim, were inducted into the school’s Hall of Fame in 
2016.

JERRY ROSBURG, a 38-year coaching veteran, has guided 
an exceptional special teams group over his eight seasons 
(2008-15) with the Ravens. During his tenure in Baltimore, the 
Ravens have produced the NFLs No. 1 kickoff return average 
(25.4) and second-most KOR-TDs (tied with two teams at 6) 
from 2008-15. In the past five seasons (2011-15), Baltimore 
has 8 total kick return TDs (4 PR & 4 KOR), ranking as the 
NFL's second most. Under Rosburg's direction since 2008, 
six Ravens have earned Pro Bowl honors (see Quick Hit in 
chart at right). In the past four seasons (2012-15), the Ravens’ 
special teams units have consistently been acknowledged 
as one of the league's best. In the annual special teams 
report from [he Dallas Morning News, senior NFL writer Rick 
Gosselin has ranked Baltimore in the NFL's Top 5 for four- 
straight seasons, including first in 2015 (2014: fifth; 2013: fifth; 
2012: second). (Gosselin’s report is recognized by NFL teams 
as a special teams measuring stick.) No other NFL team has 
been in the Top 10 over the last four seasons. 


ROSBURG COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Baltimore's kickers have 
been exceptional under Rosburg's tutelage. Entering 2016, 
Pro Bowl K Justin Tucker is the second-most accurate 
kicker in NFL history with an 87.8 success rating on field goal 
attempts (130 of 148). Tucker, who was recruited by Rosburg 
as a rookie free agent in 2012, set franchise records in FGs 
made (38) and FGs attempted (41) in 2013, with both figures 
tying for the NFLs most. Also in that standard-setting season, 
Tucker produced a franchise-record 140 points, while his 6 
FGs of 50+ yards tied (several kickers) for the NFL's most. Pro 
Bowl P Sam Koch, who earned his first trip to Hawaii in 2015, 
is one of the league's most accurate and consistent punters. 
He set single-season franchise punting records in 2014 with a 
47.4 gross average (third in NFL) and a 43.3 net average (No. 
1 in NFL), also shattering career bests. Rosburg’s return units 
have been outstanding as well, ranking third in the NFL in 
punt return average (11.3) in 2015 and leading the league in 
KOR average (28.3) in 2014. In Baltimore's Super Bowl XLVII 
championship season (2012), WR/RS Jacoby Jones earned a

No. 1 in the NFL in kickoff return average (27.3). Jones, who 
became the first player ever to record dual KORs of at least

DEAN PEES, the sixth defensive coordinator in team 
history, is in his fifth season leading the Ravens’ defense. 
Pees, one of eight defensive coordinators in NFL history to 
coach in a Super Bowl with two different teams, directs the 
acclaimed Baltimore unit, whose history speaks for itself. 
Always among the league leaders in the top defensive 
categories, the 2015 Ravens ranked No. 8 in total defense 
(337.4 ypg), marking the 11th time the unit has finished in 
the NFL's Top 10 over the past 13 seasons (2003-15). In 2014, 
Baltimore allowed the sixth-fewest points (18.9) and eighth- 
fewest yards per game (336.9). Pees’ defense also was the 
No. 2 red zone unit, permitting a 42.6% TD conversion rate 
in 2014. Over the past two seasons (2014-15), the Ravens 
have produced the NFL's fourth-most sacks (86, tied, Phi.). 
Baltimore has also ranked in the Top 7 in red zone defense 
in 11 of the last 12 years (2004-15). 


PEES COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Pees, who helped guide 
Baltimore to its second World Championship in Super Bowl 
XLVII, originally joined the Ravens in 2010 as linebackers 
coach. In 2012, his first year as coordinator, Pees’ unit 
was depleted by injuries to key starters, including the 2011 
Defensive Player of the Year, OLB Terrell Suggs, who missed 
the first six games, and future Hall of Fame LB Ray Lewis, 
who missed the final 10 regular season games. Led by Pro 
Bowl selections DT Haloti Ngata and another future Hall of 
Famer, S Ed Reed, the Super Bowl-winning defense was 
the NFL's second best in the red zone, surrendering a 43.4%

In his first year (2015), Trestman’s 
offense recorded the second-most total net yards in team 
history (5,749), finishing 89 short of the 2014 record. Baltimore, 
which started four different quarterbacks (Joe Flacco, Matt 
Schaub, Jimmy Clausen and Ryan Mallett) for the first time 
in franchise history, ranked No. 14 in total offense (eighth 
passing & 26th rushing). The Ravens set a franchise record 
by averaging 266.9 passing yards per game, thanks in part to 
a unit that allowed the NFL's third-fewest sacks (24) in 2015. 
Trestman joined the Ravens following a two-year stint (2013- 
14) as the Chicago Bears’ head coach. 


TRESTMAN COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: With more than 
32 years of coaching experience both in the pros and in 
college, Trestman has been the offensive coordinator 
for five NFL teams, including the Cleveland Browns in 
1989 when Ravens GM and Hall of Fame tight end Ozzie 
Newsome was nearing the end of his playing career.

RICHARD ANGULO is in his third year with the Ravens 
and his second as the team’s tight ends coach. After being 
promoted into his current role prior to the 2015 season, 
Angulo helped lead a young tight ends group that contributed 
to the league's eighth-best passing attack (266.9 ypg) and a 
franchise record in net passing yards (4,271). He spent his 
first season in Baltimore as an offensive coaching intern 
in 2014, where he helped provide statistical analysis, self- 
scouting reports and breakdowns of opposing defenses. 
That year, the Ravens’ offense produced single-season 
franchise records in total points (409) and total yards (5,838).

CLARENCE BROOKS is the team’s longest-tenured coach, 
originally joining the Ravens in 2005. Brooks, who transitioned 
into a senior defensive assistant position in 2016 due to 
his battle with esophogeal cancer, coached Baltimore's 
defensive line for 11 seasons. “C.B.” was one of six assistant 
coaches retained by head coach John Harbaugh in 2008. 


BROOKS COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: During Brooks’ tenure 
(2005-15), the Ravens have allowed the NFL's fewest 
rushing TDs (89), second-fewest points per game (18.9) 
and the league's second-fewest rushing yards per game 
(94.2). In the team’s first 16 years (1996-2011), Baltimore 
held opponents to under 4.0 yards per rush, ranking as 
the longest streak in NFL history. (Ravens allowed 4.0 ypr 
in 2012, then 3.8 ypr in 2013, 3.6 in 2014 and 4.0 in 2015.) 
Baltimore has ranked in the Top 5 in rushing yards allowed 
per game in seven of the past 10 seasons, while also 
ranking in the Top 10 in 10 of the last 13 seasons in that 
category. Stellar play by the defensive line has also helped 
the Ravens become the only team to rank among the NFLs 
Top 5 in red zone defense in 10 of the past 12 seasons (2004- 
15). In 2010, the Ravens allowed only 5 rushing TDs, tying 
(Pittsburgh) for fewest in the NFL. A year before that (2009), 
the Ravens had the NFLs stingiest defense against the run, 
allowing 3.4 yards perrush. In each of Brooks first seven full 
seasons in Baltimore (2005-11), the Ravens’ defense ranked 
in the Top 10 in total yards allowed. In his second year 
(2006), the defense ranked No. 1 (264.1 ypg), while finishing 
second overall in 2008 (261.1 ypg). Under his leadership, NT 
Haloti Ngata earned five Pro Bowl selections and became 
the team’s fifth all-time tackler. Prior to his 2005 arrival in 
Baltimore, Brooks coached successful NFL D-line units in 
Miami, Cleveland and Chicago. He was also instrumental 
in the notable “Desert Swarm” defense at the University 
of Arizona, which led the nation in scoring defense in 1992.

JUAN CASTILLO, a 35-year coaching veteran, is in his fourth 
season with the Ravens and his third as the team’s offensive 
line coach. Castillo was promoted to coach the offensive line 
in 2014 after serving as the Ravens’ run game coordinator 
in 2013. Last season (2015), Castillo guided an offensive line 
that helped produce a franchise-record 4,271 net passing 
yards and the second-most total net yards (5,749) in team 
history. In 2014, Castillo led an O-line that permitted just 19 
sacks, the second fewest in team history (17 in 2006), ranking 
behind only Denver (17) as the NFL's fewest. The O-line also 
helped protect QB Joe Flacco, who posted a career best in 
passing yards (3,986) and TD passes (27). RB Justin Forsett 
produced a career-high 1,266 rushing yards (NFL's fifth most) 
and led the league with a team-record 17 rushes of 20-plus 
yards, earning his first Pro Bowl. In 2013, Castillo worked 
with a line that helped Flacco set career highs in attempts 
(614), completions (362) and then-passing yards (3,912). He 
originally joined the team as a consultant prior to Super Bowl 
XLVII in January 2013. 


CASTILLO COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Castillo has also served 
in various roles over 18 seasons with the Philadelphia Eagles, 
including spending the majority of his final two years (2011- 
12) as the Eagles’ defensive coordinator. Under his tutelage, 
Philadelphia's defense led the NFL with 50 sacks in 2011, also 
ranking eighth in yards allowed (324.9 ypg) and 10th in points 
allowed (20.5 ppg). Castillo spent his first 16 NFL seasons 
with the Eagles as the offensive line coach (1998-2010), tight 
ends coach (1997) and as an offensive assistant (1995-96). 
In 2010, Philadelphia's offense set franchise marks in total 
points (439), total net yards (6,230) and yards per rush (5.4, the 
NFL's best). With each of the team’s primary running backs 
averaging more than 5.0 yards per attempt, the Eagles became 
the first team in NFL history to average at least 4.0 yards per 
carry in all 16 regular season games, helping LT Jason Peters 
earn his second-straight Pro Bowl nod. Under Castillo, four 
Eagles linemen earned their first-career Pro Bowl honors:

JOE CULLEN joined the Ravens as defensive line coach in 
2016, following two seasons with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
in the same role. He takes over for the longest-tenured 
Ravens coach, Clarence Brooks, who had coached the 
defensive line in Baltimore since 2005. (Brooks, now a senior 
defensive assistant, is currently battling esophageal cancer.) 
A defensive line specialist, Cullen has 27 years of coaching 
experience, including nine in the NFL with four teams (Tampa 
Bay, Cleveland, Jacksonville and Detroit).

Bobby Engram, who enjoyed a 14-year NFL playing career, 
is in his third season as the Ravens’ wide receivers coach. 
In his second season guiding Baltimore's receivers, Engram 
faced multiple season-ending injuries, including to the 
group's leader, Pro Bowl WR Steve Smith Sr., who missed nine 
games (Achilles/back). First-round draft choice WR Breshad 
Perrimanwas outofthe lineup forthe entire season with a knee 
injury suffered on the first day of training camp. Despite those 
injuries and a franchise-first four starting QBs, the Ravens set 
a single-season record by averaging 266.9 passing yards per 
game. In his first year in Baltimore (2014), Engram’s receiving 
corps boasted both a 1,000-yard receiver (Smith Sr.) and a 
wideout who scored a team-leading 11 touchdowns (Torrey 
Smith). That season, the Ravens finished eighth in the NFL in 
scoring with a franchise-record 409 total points (25.6 ppg) and 
12th overall in total yards per game (364.9). Prior to entering 
the coaching ranks, Engram’s successful NFL playing career 
spanned 14 seasons (1996-2009) and three teams (Chicago, 
Seattle and Kansas City). Originally a second-round draft pick 
by the Bears, Engram played in 1/6 career games, totalling 
650 receptions for 7,751 yards and 35 TDs. 


ENGRAM COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: The longtime NFL receiver 
arrived in Baltimore after serving in the same role at the 
University of Pittsburgh for two seasons (2012-13).

LESLIE FRAZIER was hired as the Ravens’ secondary coach 
in January and enters his 18th NFL coaching season. Prior 
to his Baltimore arrival, Frazier served as the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers defensive coordinator from 2014-15. He was 
also head coach of the Minnesota Vikings from 2010-13 
(interim for part of 10) and their defensive coordinator from 
2007-10. Frazier is the ninth former NFL head coach John 
Harbaugh has added to his staff since joining the Ravens in 
2008. The others are: Cam Cameron (Dolphins), Al Saunders 
(Chargers), Jim Zorn (Redskins), Jim Caldwell (Colts), Steve 
Spagnuolo (Rams), Gary Kubiak (Texans), Marty Mornhinweg 
(Lions) and Marc Trestman (Bears). 


FRAZIER COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Before serving as 
Minnesota's defensive coordinator and later its head coach, 
Frazier spent time in Indianapolis as a defensive assistant 
(2005) and an assistant to the head coach/defensive backs 
coach (2006).

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THOMAS HAMMOCK is in his third year as the Ravens’ 
running backs coach. Over the past two seasons, Baltimore's 
ground attack has improved under Hammock. Last season, 
the unit's leader, Justin Forsett, who earned his first Pro 
Bowl in 2014 with the Ravens, ran for 641 yards in the first 10 
games, before being placed on Injured Reserve with a broken 
arm. Rookie Javorius Allen tallied 514 rushing yards, adding 
353 receiving, during a season in which Baltimore set a 
franchise low with 383 rushing attempts. In the passing game, 
however, the Ravens backfield accounted for 127 receptions 
for 879 yards (6.9 ypc) in 2015, also helping protect the QBs 
(Baltimore allowed the third-fewest sacks, 24, in the NFL.) In 
2014, the Ravens ranked eighth in the NFL with 126.2 rushing 
yards per game. Forsett, who produced a career-high 1,266 
rushing yards (NFL's fifth most), also led the league in runs 
of 20-plus yards (a team-record 17). His franchise-record 5.4 
yards per carry average was first among NFL RBs. The team 
also produced 16 rushing TDs, tying for the NFLs fifth most. 


HAMMOCK COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Prior to joining the 
Ravens, Hammock spent 11 years on the collegiate coaching 
circuit, including the final three (2011-13) as the University of 
Wisconsin's assistant head coach/running backs/recruiting 
coordinator. During that 11-year span, Hammock twice 
coached the countrys leading rusher: In 2011, he guided 
Wisconsin RB Montee Ball to a nation-leading 1,923 rushing 
yards. In 2006, he tutored Northern Illinois RB Garrett Wolfe, 
who registered an NCAA-best 1,928 rushing yards (148.3 
ypg). Wolfe concluded his collegiate career as the NCAA‘s 
all-time leader in yards per carry (6.40 — minimum 780 rushes) 
and ranked fourth in career rushing (156.5 ypg), becoming 
one of four players in college football history to post at least 
1,500 rushing yards in three different seasons. Both players 
were selected in the NFL Draft: Ball in 2013 by the Broncos

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CHRIS HEWITT is in his second year as the team’s 
defensive backs coach after spending the 2014 campaign 
as its assistant secondary coach. Entering his fifth season in 
Baltimore, Hewitt spent two years (2012-13) helping guide a 
Ravens special teams unit led byspecial teams coordinator/ 
associate head coach Jerry Rosburg, for whom Hewitt played 
atthe University of Cincinnati while Rosburg was an assistant. 
In 2015, Baltimore's defense allowed the NFLs eighth-fewest 
yards per game (337.4), finishing No. 2 overall (291.1 ypg) 
and No. 1 against the pass (183.3 ypg) during the season's 
final eight games.

DON “WINK” MARTINDALE is in his fifth year with the 
Baltimore Ravens. From 2012-15, he coached the team's 
inside linebackers, but starting in 2016, he now leads the 
entire unit. With Wink’s guidance, third-year LB C.J. Mosley 
has developed into one of the league's top inside ‘backers. 
Since 2014, Mosley is the only NFL defender to tally at 
least 225 tackles, 5 sacks and 2 INTs. (He has 245, 7 and 2, 
respectively.) Impressively, Mosley’s 245 tackles since 2014 
rank as the NFLs sixth most. Following his 2014 campaign, 
in which he became the first rookie Raven to earn Pro Bowl 
honors, Mosley finished second in the AP NFL Defensive 
Rookie of the Year voting. In addition to Mosley, former 
Ravens LB Daryl Smith was a standout performer for 
Baltimore, becoming one of just two NFL players (Lavonte 
David) to post at least 350 tackles, 5 sacks, 5 INTs and 4 
forced fumbles over the past three seasons (2013-15). In 
2013, Smith led the team with 123 tackles, also setting a 
Ravens single-season record by a linebacker with 19 PD. 


MARTINDALE COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Martindale was the 
Broncos’ defensive coordinator in 2010, and in 2009, coached 
all four linebackers in Denver's 3-4 scheme. During that ‘09 
campaign, OLB Elvis Dumervil earned first-team All-Pro and 
Pro Bowl honors after registering 17 sacks on the season. 
Martindale originally entered the NFL in 2004 and spent five 
years guiding the Oakland Raiders’ LBs (2004-08). Prior to 
that, “Wink” coached 11 seasons in the collegiate ranks, 
including three years at the University of Cincinnati alongside 
then-assistant head coach John Harbaugh.

Mosley, Baltimore’s 2014 first-round draft choice (17th overall), 
is the only NFL defender to tally at least 225 tackles, 5 sacks 
and 2 INTs over the past two seasons. (Mosley has 245, 7 and 2, 
respectively.) Here are several other Mosley “quick hits” to note: 


VY Mosley was the NFLs only player to post at least 125 tackles, 3 
sacks and 2 INTs during his rookie season (2014). 

Y Mosley (2014), Daryl Smith (2013) & Ray Lewis (1998, 1999, 2000 
& 2001) are the only Ravens defenders to register at least 115 
tackles, 3 sacks and 2 INTs in a season. 

Y Mosley finished second to Rams DT Aaron Donald in the 2014 
AP NEL Defensive Rookie of the Year voting.

MARTY MORNHINWEG is in his second year as the Ravens’ 
quarterbacks coach. Prior to his 2015 Baltimore arrival, the 
22-year NFL coaching veteran spent the 2013-14 seasons 
as offensive coordinator of the New York Jets. In his first 
Campaign with the Ravens, Mornhinweg helped Baltimore 
rack up a franchise-record 4,271 net passing yards (266.9 ypg) 
and the second-most total net yards in team history (5,749). 
The Ravens were able to accomplish these feats during an 
injury-riddled campaign in which four different starting QBs 
(Joe Flacco, Matt Schaub, Jimmy Clausen & Ryan Mallett) 
were used for the first time in franchise history. Prior to his 
season-ending knee injury, Flacco, who missed the final six 
games, was on pace to throw for a career-high 4,466 yards. 


MORNHINWEG COACHING HIGHLIGHTS: Throughout his 
NFL coaching career, five quarterbacks have earned Pro 
Bowl honors under Mornhinwegss direction: Michael Vick, 
Donovan McNabb, Steve Young, Jeff Garcia and Brett Favre. 
As offensive coordinator of the New York Jets (2013-14), the 
team’s rushing attack ranked as the NFL's third best (138.7 
ypg) unit, which includes posting the league’s No. 3 average 
(142.5 ypg) in 2014. He also helped tutor QB Geno Smith, who 
in 2013 started all 16 games, becoming the first rookie OB in 
team history to do so.

CRAIG VER STEEG (pronounced ver-STEGG) is in his ninth 
year working with the Ravens’ offense. Ver Steeg, who has 
33 years of coaching experience, has established himself as 
an elite coach of quarterbacks, receivers and running backs. 
In 2015, with Baltimore starting four different QBs for the first 
time in team history, he helped guide the NFL's eighth-best 
passing attack (266.9 ypg), which gained a franchise-record 
4,271 net passing yards. The Ravens also posted the second- 
most total net yards (5,749) in team history. In 2014, Ver 
Steeg helped the Ravens’ offense to single-season franchise 
marks with 409 points and 5,838 yards. QB Joe Flacco had a 
career-best 3,986 yards and 27 TD passes, while WR Torrey 
Smith secured 11 TD receptions, the second-most in team 
history (Michael Jackson, 14 in 1996). In 2013, Ver Steeg 
aided in the development of rookie WR Marlon Brown, who 
tiled a franchise rookie record with 7 TD receptions, and 
helped guide Torrey Smith, who became the first Ravens 
player since 2009 (WR Derrick Mason - 1,028) to produce 
1,000-plus receiving yards in a season (1,128). In 2012, the 
Ravens set a then-franchise record by scoring 398 points, 
including a team-record 254 points at home, en route to a 
victory in Super Bowl XLVII.

In 2015, Bischoff 
assisted Trestman, who led Baltimore to a single-season 
franchise-record 4,271 net passing yards (eighth-most in 
the NFL) and 5,749 total net yards (second-most in team 
history). Bischoff originally joined the NFL coaching ranks 
with the Chicago Bears in 2013 as the tight ends coach/ 
staff coordinator.

Under Brown's guidance, 
Tucker ranks as the second-most accurate kicker in NFL history (130-of-148, 87.8%), and Koch 
holds Ravens franchise records in punts (782), punt yards (35,324), punts inside the 20 (280), 
gross (45.2) and net (39.4) averages.

PAT MORIARTY, the team’s senior vice president of football 
administration, has been a key part of the franchise since 
1994.

He is responsible 
for the management and strategic planning of the Baltimore 
salary cap. The Cleveland native negotiates all of the Ravens’ 
player contracts, oversees salary cap administration, roster 
management and the day-to-day operations of the player 
personnel department.

JOE HORTIZ is in his 19th season with the Ravens and 
seventh as Baltimore's director of college scouting.

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The Ravens moved into their 200,000-square-foot training facility in mid-October of 2004. The building, which was named 
the Under Armour Performance Center in June of 2012, features a brick and stone exterior. The fieldhouse is 90,000 
square feet and includes a strength-training area and a full-size indoor practice field. The facility's outdoor practice fields 
and fieldhouse sit on 32 acres, and the entire complex was completed in December of 2004. Almost all of the physical 
construction on the project was provided by Baltimore-area companies and workers.

The facility includes a full-service kitchen, cafeteria, player support functions, basketball and racquetball courts, TV/radio 
studios, plus state-of-the-art requirements for NFL training. Also included at the facility are executive offices, meeting 
rooms, three outdoor fields and media areas that offer wireless Internet capability. 


Approximately 200 Ravens are housed at the team’s headquarters in Owings Mills. The organization's ticket office and 
stadium operations remain at M&T Bank Stadium in downtown Baltimore. 
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The Ravens’ have a world-class weight room and conditioning and recovery center, 
providing players everything they need to train at peak performance.

A game-winning interception by S Will Hill III with 41 seconds left in the game appeared 
to secure a 33-30 come-from-behind win for the Ravens. But, a defensive holding call 
on Hill gave the Raiders a chance to win the contest, and they did when QB Derek Carr 
hit WR Seth Roberts with a 12-yard TD strike on the next play, securing a 37-33 victory. 
Carr, who threw for a career-high 351 yards with 3 scores, directed the Raiders on a 
9-play, 80-yard drive in a minute and 44 seconds for the game-clincher. The Ravens had 
taken a 3-point lead on K Justin Tucker's 31-yard field goal with 2:10 remaining in the 
fourth quarter. QB Joe Flacco just missed connecting with WR Steve Smith Sr. in the end 
zone on the previous play. Flacco completed 32 of 45 passes for 384 yards, including a 
pair of TDs to TE Crockett Gillmore. The Raiders, who won their first game under new 
head coach Jack Del Rio, jumped to a 10-0 early lead when Carr found WR Amari Cooper 
for a 68-yard TD pass on the game’s opening drive. WR Kamar Aiken then fumbled on 
the Ravens’ first offensive play, setting up a 23-yard K Sebastian Janikowski FG. After a 
Tucker FG (22 yards) and the first Gillmore TD (26 yards), the Ravens earned a 10-10 tie 
at the end of the first quarter.

The teams combined for 941 yards of offense, with 
the Ravens gaining 493 to the Raiders’ 448. RB Justin Forsett rushed for 68 yards on 15 
carries. Crabtree and Cooper caught 9 and 7 passes for 111 and 109 yards, respectively.

In the swirling winds at Heinz Field, K Justin Tucker nailed a game-winning 52-yard FG to 
give the Ravens their first win of the season, stopping the host Steelers, 23-20, in overtime 
last Thursday. Baltimore rallied from a 13-point, 20-7 third-quarter deficit that included a 
42-yard Tucker FG to tie the game at 20 with :03 seconds left in the contest. Pittsburgh 
K Josh Scobee missed 2 fourth-quarter FGs (49 and 41 yards) and was released after 
the game. Tucker was not the Ravens’ only hero. Twice in the extra quarter, the Ravens’ 
defense stopped the Steelers on fourth down, including prior to the game-winning drive, 
which started on the Baltimore 33-yard line. The Ravens ran the ball 6 of the final 7 plays, 
with RB Justin Forsett carrying the ball 5 of those. Forsett finished with 150 yards rushing 
on 2/ carries (5.6 avg.). Scobee gave the Steelers an early 3-0 lead on a 45-yard FG. The 
Ravens answered with a 12-play, 75-yard, first-quarter drive that ended with WR Michael 
Campanaro’s 9-yard touchdown on an end-around. Pittsburgh took control of the second 
quarter with 10 points for a 13-7 halftime lead. Scobee’s 36-yarder and RB Le’Veon Bell’s 
11-yard TD scamper provided the points. The Steelers increased the lead to 20-7 on their 
first possession of the third quarter when QB Mike Vick, who was subbing for the injured 
Ben Roethlisberger, found WR Darrius Heyward-Bey in the back of the end zone for an 
11-yard score. QB Joe Flacco brought the Ravens within 6 points (20-14), throwing a 
perfect 11-yard TD to WR Kamar Aiken. Tucker then scored the game’s remaining points, 
including a 40-yarder to bring the Ravens within three, 20-17, with 10:14 left in regulation. 
Aiken caught 5 balls for 77 yards, including a clutch 11-yard grab on the game-winning 
series. Bell rushed 22 times for 129 yards, ending Baltimore’s NFL-leading streak of 
Stopping 100-yard rushers at 29 games. (Bell had 96 yards in regulation.)

The Chargers earned 
a 16-13 halftime lead on a pair of Rivers’ TD throws (9 yards to WR Malcom Floyd 
and 13 yards to WR Keenan Allen) and a 42-yard Lambo field goal. Baltimore’s points 
came on a 3-yard Flacco-to-TE Crockett Gillmore TD toss and 2 Tucker FGs (48 and 29 
yards). After another 48-yard Tucker FG to tie the game at 16 in the third quarter, Rivers 
found a wide-open Floyd for a 70-yard scoring play, giving the Chargers a 23-16 lead. 
The Ravens lost leading WR Steve Smith Sr. for the season with an Achilles tear in the 
third quarter. Smith Sr. left the game with 5 catches for 82 yards, but did move into 
10th on the NFL's all-time receiving chart (13,932), passing Hall of Famer Cris Carter 
(13,899) on the prestigious list. The game marked the Ravens’ 100th victory at M&T 
Bank Stadium, a venue that first opened in 1998.

Playing their first game since the start of the 2008 season without QB Joe Flacco starting 
under center, the Ravens had new heroes help beat the host Browns, 33-27. As with the 
first 10 games of the Ravens’ season, the outcome was in doubt until the final series. DE 
Brent Urban blocked Cleveland K Travis Coons’ 51-yard, game-winning FG attempt with 3 
seconds left in the game, and then S Will Hill II| scooped up the ball and raced 64 yards 
for the winning touchdown as time expired. Urban was playing in his first NFL game after 
missing his rookie year and most of 2015 with knee and arm injuries. The Browns had 
tied the game at 27-27 with 1:47 remaining when backup QB Austin Davis hit WR Travis 
Benjamin, who had gotten behind Hill Ill, for a 42-yard TD. The Browns put themselves 
in a position to win after CB Tramon Williams stole a QB Matt Schaub pass at Baltimore’s

A 35-yard Tucker FG extended the Ravens’ advantage to 27-20 with 9:05 left in the final 
period. Schaub completed 20 of 34 for 232 yards, while Browns starter McCown was 21- 
of-38 for 212 before leaving the game with 8:29 remaining with a shoulder injury.

Seattle QB Russell Wilson matched a career-high 5 touchdown passes, guiding the visiting 
Seahawks to an impressive 35-6 victory over the Ravens at M&T Bank Stadium. Wilson 
threw 3 touchdowns to WR Doug Baldwin in the Seahawks’ fourth-consecutive win and 
their sixth in their last seven games. For the first time in this difficult season, the Ravens did 
not have the game decided in the final series. (Baltimore had set an NFL record for having 
its first 12 contests decided by eight or fewer points.) The injury-depleted Ravens started 
their third quarterback of the season with QB Jimmy Clausen subbing for QB Matt Schaub, 
who had replaced starter QB Joe Flacco, who was lost for the season after suffering a 
knee injury on Nov. 22. The Ravens struggled against the NFL's No. 2-ranked Seahawks 
defense, held without a TD for the first time since 12/16/13 (a 18-16 triumph over the 
Lions). Clausen was 23-of-40 for 274 yards with 1 interception. The Ravens managed 
just 28 rushing yards on 14 carries. Two of Seattle’s TDs came after Baltimore turnovers, 
the first coming with 38 seconds left in the first half when RB Javorius Allen fumbled at 
the Ravens’ 14-yard line. The second followed the Clausen INT by CB Richard Sherman 
in the fourth quarter. The Seahawks took a 7-0 first-quarter lead on Wilson’s 8-yard TD 
toss to WR Tyler Lockett. A K Justin Tucker 28-yard field goal made the score 7-3 before 
a Wilson-to-Baldwin 14-yard TD gave the Seahawks a 14-3 advantage. Tucker’s 30-yarder 
made the score 14-6 at the half. Seattle dominated the third quarter, adding the second 
Wilson-to-Baldwin TD (22 yards) for a 21-6 lead. A Wilson-to-Lockett 49-yard TD strike 
gave the Seahawks a 28-6 margin early in the final period. The third Wilson-to-Baldwin TD 
(16 yards) followed the Sherman INT and completed the scoring. Wilson finished 23-of-32 
for 292 yards, including 6 each to Lockett (104 yards) and Baldwin (82). WR Kamar Aiken 
caught 5 passes for 90 for the Ravens, while WR Jeremy Butler grabbed 7 for 72.

starting QB Ryan Mallett, who had signed with the Ravens 12 days before, threw 
for a career-high 274 yards, helping Baltimore to a 20-17 victory over the Steelers. 
In sweeping the season series vs. Pittsburgh, the Ravens stopped a three-game 
steelers’ winning streak and served Pittsburgh its first December loss since 2013 
(the team had won 10 straight in the month). Mallett completed 28 of 41 passes, 
including an 8-yard TD toss to WR Chris Matthews at the end of the Ravens’ first 
possession of the contest. The Ravens’ defense had just stepped up on the game’s 
Opening drive, stopping the Steelers on a fourth-and-1 at Baltimore’s 25-yard line. 
Early in the second quarter, the Steelers got on the board on a 34-yard K Chris 
Boswell FG. Baltimore K Justin Tucker then hit back-to-back FGs (37 and 50 yards) 
to give the Ravens a 13-3 halftime advantage. The Steelers roared back in the third 
quarter, aided by two pass interference calls for 53 yards, scoring on a 1-yard RB 
DeAngelo Williams TD dive, making the score 13-10 entering the fourth quarter. 
Mallett then directed the Ravens on a quick, 5-play, 58-yard TD series that ended 
on RB Javorius Allen’s 3-yard TD scamper for a 20-10 lead. It appeared the Ravens 
had put the game out of reach when CB Jimmy Smith intercepted a deflected QB 
Ben Roethlisberger pass and raced 101 yards for a TD. That play was called back 
for an offsides penalty on OLB Courtney Upshaw. Two plays later, Williams raced 2 
yards around end for a Steelers’ TD for the game’s final score. “Big Ben” finished 
24-of-34 for 215 yards with 2 INTs (ILB Daryl Smith and J. Smith), and he was 
sacked three times. Williams gained 100 yards on 17 carries, and WR Antonio 
Brown was held to 64 yards on 7 catches. WR Kamar Aiken caught 8 for 66 for the 
Ravens, who got 112 scrimmage yards from Allen (77 rushing and 35 receiving).

In a season marked by a franchise-high number of injured players (20 players on IR) 
and a record-setting amount of close games, the Ravens finished the 2015 season 
with a 24-16 loss at Cincinnati, the AFC North champions. The Bengals matched 
their franchise best with a 12-4 record, while the Ravens fell to 5-11, recording their 
first losing season since 2007 (also 5-11). A difficult third quarter, when the Bengals 
scored 14 unanswered points, was the difference in the game. Baltimore earned a 9-7 
first-half lead on a trio of K Justin Tucker field goals — 28, 50 and 49 yards — all in the 
second quarter. Cincy’s touchdown, also scored in the second quarter, came on an AJ 
McCarron 22-yard throw to TE Tyler Eifert. The Ravens opened the third quarter with 
the ball, but quickly lost it when QB Ryan Mallett threw an INT to ILB Vontaze Burfict 
at the Baltimore 33-yard line. Five plays later, VicCarron threw his second TD pass, this 
one to WR A.J. Green for 5 yards and a 14-9 lead. After a Ravens’ punt, the Bengals 
had a fourth-and-1 at Baltimore’s 38 when RB Jeremy Hill split a seam and sprinted 
38 yards to the end zone, giving the Bengals a 21-9 advantage. After a 52-yard Mike 
Nugent FG made the score 24-9, the Ravens earned the final points of the game ona 
Mallett-to-FB Kyle Juszczyk 2-yard TD. An onside kick by the Ravens failed with 1:47 
left in the contest. While the Ravens outgained the Bengals, 341 to 292 yards, the 
Cincinnati defense, which led the NFL in fewest points allowed, stayed stingy once 
again. Remarkably, Baltimore’s defense held the Bengals to 0-for-9 on third downs, 
while the Ravens were proficient (12-of-20, 60%). Mallett, starting his second game 
after signing with the Ravens 19 days earlier, was 30-of-56 for 292 yards, including 6 
each to WR Jeremy Butler, TE Maxx Williams and RB Javorius Allen. McCarron was 
17-of-27 for 160, and Hill rushed 16 times for 96 yards.

n emotionally-charged and 

thrilling six weeks kicked 
off the Baltimore Ravens’ 2012 
campaign. Despite playing their 
first four games in an 18-day 
m span, the Ravens produced a 
wy 5-1 record, marking the best 
| start ever under John Harbaugh. 
Highlighted by a season-opening 
| victory on Monday Night Football 
against division foe Cincinnati 
and an exhilarating, last-second 
triumph over AFC rival New England, the Ravens immediately 
demonstrated the type of heart and resolve that would allow 
them to conquer anything in an NFL season. 





Climbing to 9-2, Baltimore tied (2006) the best record to begin 
a season in franchise history. Following their bye week, 
the battle-tested Ravens won four-straight games — three 
of which occurred in hostile road clashes. Though a rash 
of injuries to key contributors left them shorthanded, the 
Ravens remained relentless and emerged victorious in hard- 
fought contests at Cleveland and Pittsburgh. Baltimore's grit 
was never more on display than in Week 12 at San Diego, 
when Ray Rice converted a fourth-and-29 catch — later voted 
“NFL Play of the Year” — to send the game into overtime and 
help capture the comeback win. 


While able to secure the AFC North Title with a decisive 
victory over the New York Giants in Week 16, the Ravens 
closed out the regular season by dropping four of their 
last five games. This stretch included three-consecutive

defeats — two by three points — to begin December, all 
against emerging playoff contenders. Many outsiders 
perceived the run of losses to be Baltimore's late-season 
demise, but the Ravens felt otherwise. As each wintry 
week passed, the team’s resilient chemistry never faded, 
nor did its genuine belief that the best was yet to come. 


On NFLWild Card weekend, before a sellout M&T Bank Stadium 
crowd that celebrated and saluted Ray Lewis in his final home 
game, Baltimore pummeled the Colts, 24-9, kick-starting an 
incredible playoff run. Holding Indy without a touchdown, the 
Ravens’ defense was led by Lewis, who returned to action for 
the first time since tearing his triceps in Week 6. 


“| think we're all appreciative, grateful for the opportunity to 
be here and to witness this historic moment In sports, head 
coach John Harbaugh said after the win. “And, it wasn't just 
about one guy [Lewis]. Nobody understands it more than 
the one guy were talking about. It was about a team. It was 
about a city, a fan base, a great sport, about a great career.” 


Fresh off an emotional victory over Indianapolis, Baltimore 
traveled to No. 1 seed Denver for a Divisional Playoff bout. 
Riding an 11-game win streak, the heavily-favored Broncos 
had beaten the Ravens, 34-17, in Charm City four weeks prior. 


But despite its underdog status, Baltimore approached 
the game with the brazen attitude of a champion. It was 
a boldness reinforced by strength gained while facing 
adversity throughout the season. It was also a resiliency the 
team had developed and a brotherhood that leaders such 
as Harbaugh, Lewis, Terrell Suggs, Joe Flacco and Rice had 
cultivated from Day One.

In what became the fourth-longest game (4:11) in NFL 
history, the Ravens outlasted the Broncos, 38-35, in double 
OT, producing an electrifying victory-turned instant classic. 


Facing third-and-three with 31 seconds remaining in 
regulation, Flacco found Jacoby Jones, who had blazed 
past defenders down the right sideline, to manufacture an 
improbable 70-yard touchdown bomb. The crowd-silencing 
connection cut the deficit to 1, with Justin Tucker then quickly 
tying the game at 35 to force overtime. Near the end of the 
extra period, Corey Graham intercepted Peyton Manning, 
ultimately setting up a 47-yard game-winning field goal by 
Tucker in double OT and sealing the Ravens’ 38-35 win. 


“Thanks for bearing witness to one of the greatest football 
games youre ever going to see, stated Harbaugh after the 
victory, which sent Baltimore to the AFC Championship for 
a second-straight season and third time in five years. “That 
football game did the game of football proud.” 


Next up was an AFC Title bout with the No. 2 seed Patriots, 
who just 12 months prior had knocked out Baltimore in the 
exact same setting. Though the Ravens’ hearts were battered 
following the 2011 playoff loss, the defeat served as an 
influential lesson and a unifying force. It was an outcome that 
simultaneously marked the bitter end of a poignant journey, 
but also some inspiration for a determined 2012 Ravens team. 


All season long, as they grinded away for a chance to finish 
what they had started the year before, the Ravens got what 
they wanted. And this time, they didn't disappoint. 


The Patriots, who owned the NFLs No. 1-ranked and highest- 
scoring offense, were shut outin the second half by a dominant 
Ravens “D” that found ways to constantly frazzle Tom 
Brady and pummel his normally-potent attack. In defeating 
New England, 28-13, Baltimore clinched a berth in Super 
Bowl XLVII, seizing the franchise's second conference title. 
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“Congratulations to our players, to our coaches,” Harbaugh 
said. “[Tonight] was about a football team playing really good 
football in one of the biggest moments that football has to 
offer, and that’s what | am so proud of as a football coach.” 


On Feb. 3, 2013, the AFC Champion Ravens battled the NFC 
Champion 49ers in Super Bowl XLVII. It was the first time in 
NFL history that two brothers, John and Jim Harbaugh, faced 
each other as head coaches in a championship game. 


“We've seen it all this year,” Harbaugh stated before the 
game. “We've had injuries; weve had adversity; weve 
had exhilaration; weve had great moments. That's what 
a season is made of. The team that navigates all these 
things the best, in the end, will be the one true champion.” 


And in the end, no team navigated its voyage better than 
the 2012 Ravens. In what would become a timeless NFL 
masterpiece — one bursting with drama at every turn — 
Baltimore defeated San Francisco, 34-31, becoming the 
NFL's one true champion. 


After taking an early 28-6 lead, the Ravens produced a 
valiant goal-line stand to clinch their second Super Bowl 
title. Overcoming a feverish 49ers’ second-half comeback 
and a bizarre 34-minute power outage in the third quarter, 
Baltimore started fast and finished strong, all while 
entertaining millions of spectators around the globe. 


Spurred by Flacco, who was named the game’s MVP 
after completing 22 of 33 passes for 287 yards and three 
touchdowns, the Ravens capped a remarkable journey — one 
that will forever live in football lore. 


“We've got a lot of resolve. That's why we won the game, 
stated Harbaugh, who with the victory set an NFL record for 
most playoff wins (nine) in a head coach’s first five seasons. 
“It wasn't perfect, it wasn't pretty, but it was us.”

Thankfully, the drought never divided the team. 


The race toward the Lombardi Trophy was not without tts 
hurdles: Ray Lewis rebounded from a trying offseason; Trent 
Dilfer, now a Raven, returned to Tampa Bay for the Super 
Bowl; an emotional Jermaine Lewis dedicated a superb 
performance to the memory of his stillborn son. Still, the 
team rallied the season, and it made the hard-fought victory 
that much sweeter. 


The journey was about the coming of age for talented young 
players like Jamal Lewis, Chris McAlister and Duane Starks. 
It also belonged to tough veterans like Rod Woodson, Ray 
Lewis, Rob Burnett, Shannon Sharpe, Matt Stover, Michael 
McCrary and Jonathan Ogden. 


And the journey also belonged to the fans of Baltimore. The 
fans numbered in the thousands at the downtown sendoff 
at Harbor Place. Banners and promises hung in the air, and 
none would be broken. 





While the hometown fans would celebrate with seven- 
straight days of purple pride, the team took off for Tampa for a 
week of preparation before the ultimate contest. On Sunday, 
Jan. 28, 2001, the Ravens kept their promise and defeated the 
New York Giants, 34-7. 


Ray Lewis earned Super Bowl XXXV MVP honors, as well as 
Defensive Player of the Year. The Ravens tied a Super Bowl 
record with four INTs, and they were only the third team in 
NFL history to not commit a turnover in a Super Bowl. Most 
exciting new record? Perhaps three successive scores on 
three seesaw plays. The back-to-back kickoff returns for 
TDs were yet another new record. 


Following the game, owner Art Modell lifted the Lombardi 
Trophy in the air and said: “To the people of Baltimore City, 
Baltimore County and the State of Maryland, this belongs to 
you. From the bottom of my heart, thank you.” 


When the Ravens flew home on that beautiful, blue-sky 
Monday after the Super Bowl, they heard about the parade 
scheduled in their honor for the next day. The icy downpour 
that Tuesday phased no one. Hundreds of thousands of fans 
ignored the rain and cold and waited for their heroes to ride 
by on Baltimore's crowded city streets. 


Later, the entire organization was invited to the White House 
in June to meet President George W. Bush.

12/28/46 - Baltimore was awarded the bankrupt Miami 
Seahawks franchise of the All-America Football Conference. 
Re-named Colts via a fan contest. 


12/8/49 - AAFC/NFL reached merger agreement. Colts 
entered the NFL for 1950 season. 


12/19/50 - Colts finished 1-11 in their first NFL season with 
a 15-14 loss to the New York Yanks at Yankee Stadium. The 
Yanks later became the Baltimore Colts. 


1/18/51 - Franchise withdrew from league and received 
$50,000 for players by the NEL. 


1951-52 - No Colts team existed. 


12/3/52 - Commissioner Bert Bell challenged Baltimore to 
sell 15,000 tickets in six weeks to re-enter NFL. The ticket 
drive reached Its quota in four weeks, three days. 


10/1/53 - Carroll Rosenbloom headed an ownership group 
and Baltimore was awarded the Dallas Texans’ franchise. 


12/28/58 - Colts defeated NYG, 23-17, at Yankee Stadium for 
World Championship. That game sparked the emergence of 
the NFL as a televised sports giant. 


12/27/59 - The Colts won their second-straight World 
Championship over Giants, in Baltimore, 31-16. 


1/8/63 - Don Shula replaced Weeb Ewbank as head coach. 


12/27/64 - Browns beat Colts, 27-0, in Cleveland for NFL title. 
Art Modell wins first title. 


6/8/66 - NFL and AFL announced plans to merge in 1970. Colts, 
Browns and Steelers later joined AFC in NFL's realignment. 
1/12/69 - Jets defeated Colts, 16-7, in Super Bowl Ill at 
Orange Bowl after Joe Namath guaranteed a New York 
victory. 

3/3/70 - Don Shula resigned to become head coach of Miami 
Dolphins. 

1/17/71 - Jim O'Brien kicked a 32-yard FG with five seconds 
left as Colts won Super Bowl V vs. Dallas, 16-13, in first AFC- 
NFC Super Bowl. 


7/26/72 - Robert Irsay traded the L.A. Rams to Carroll 
Rosenbloom for the Colts. 


1/15/75 - Ted Marchibroda named head coach. 


4/26/83 - Colts selected John Elway with No. 1 pick in NFL 
draft, but traded him to Denver for T Chris Hinton, QB Mark 
Herrmann and Denverss top pick in 1984. 


12/18/83 - In the last NFL regular season game in Memorial 
Stadium (until 1996), the Colts beat the Oilers, 20-10. TE Pat 
Beach scored the last TD on 12-yard pass from QB Mike 
Pagel. 


3/28/84 - Colts franchise relocated to Indianapolis.

11/6 - Cleveland Browns announced intention to move to 
Baltimore for 1996 season. 


1996 
2/9 - NFL approved franchise move. 


2/15 - Ted Marchibroda was named the Ravens first head 
coach 21 years and one month to the day he was hired by the 
Baltimore Colts in 1975. 


3/29 - Baltimore’s NFL franchise was officially named 
“Ravens” after a Baltimore Sun telephone poll received a 
record number of calls supporting the name. 


4/1 - The Ravens opened their first Owings Mills training 
facility with start of offseason program. 


6/5 - The new Ravens’ logo, colors and uniforms were 
unveiled in a fashion show at Harborplace in downtown 
Baltimore. 


6/14 - Ravens sold over 50,000 season tickets in 14 days. 


9/1 - The Ravens first-ever regular season game was played 
before 64,124 fans at Memorial Stadium, the largest crowd in 
Baltimore professional sports history. QB Vinny Testaverde 
scored the first TD on a 9-yard run to propel the Ravens to a 
19-14 win over the Raiders. 


12/22 - The Ravens concluded their inaugural season with a 
4-12 record following a 24-21 loss to the Houston Oilers. The 
Ravens were 4-4 at home, and 0-8 on the road. The team sold 
out all 10 home games, including the two preseason games. 
Baltimore held a second-half lead in 10 of its 11 final games, 
but won only two. OB Vinny Testaverde was voted to the Pro 
Bowl after throwing for 4,177 yards and 33 TDs. WRs Michael 
Jackson and Derrick Alexander both eclipsed the 1,000-yard 
receiving mark and combined for 23 TDs. 


1997 


3/18 - The Ravens and Western Maryland College (now 
McDaniel College) entered into a five-year agreement to 
hold training camp at the Westminster, MD, campus. 


12/14 - Baltimore defeated Tennessee, 21-19, inthe final game 
at Memorial Stadium. Of the 16 regular season games played 
by the Ravens at Memorial Stadium, 13 were televised and 
all were sold out. 


12/21 - Baltimore dropped a 16-14 game at Cincinnati to finish 
the season 6-9-1. T Jonathan Ogden was named consensus 
All-Pro and voted as a starter to the Pro Bowl. LB Ray Lewis 
led the NFL in tackles with 210 and was voted first alternate 
to the Pro Bowl, then selected as a “needs” player by coach 
Bill Cowher. 


1998 


2/14 - The Ravens traded for QB Jim Harbaugh (from Ind.), 
the first of several key offseason acquisitions, including 
RB Errict Rhett (2/17), FB Roosevelt Potts (2/24) and CB Rod 
Woodson (2/25). 
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9/5 - The new NFL Stadium at Camden Yards (later named 
PSINet Stadium) was the backdrop for an opening gala that 
included fireworks, a Stevie Wonder/Baltimore Symphony 
Orchestra concert and a spectacular laser show. 


9/6 - The Ravens opened their new NFL Stadium in downtown 
Baltimore before a host of dignitaries, a packed house and 
the Steelers. The Ravens lost, 20-13. 


12/28 - After a 6-10 finish, the Ravens did not renew Ted 
Marchibroda’s contract. Six Ravens represented the AFC in 
the Pro Bowl: LB Peter Boulware, WR/RS Jermaine Lewis, 
LB Ray Lewis, DE Michael McCrary, T Jonathan Ogden and 
S Bennie Thompson (special teamer). 


1999 


1/19 - Brian Billick became the second head coach in Ravens 
history when he accepted a six-year contract from owner Art 
Modell. Billick, the highly successful offensive coordinator 
for Minnesota, directed a Vikings’ attack that set a variety of 
NFL and team records, including the league's single-season 
scoring mark of 556 points in 1998. 


1/26 - PSINet Inc., the first and largest independent 
commercial Internet provider, announced a 20-year 
partnership to develop a global network for the Ravens. With 
the agreement, the new facility was named PSINet Stadium. 


1/30 - Ravens executive vice president of player personnel 
Ozzie Newsome was selected for induction into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame, along with Lawrence Taylor, Eric 
Dickerson, Tom Mack and Billy Shaw. Newsome was the 
NFLs all-time leading tight end in pass receptions until 
Shannon Sharpe eclipsed the record in 2001. 


9/12 - Brian Billick’s debut as head coach was spoiled in the 
season opener, as St. Louis defeated the Ravens, 27-10, in the 
TransWorld Dome. QB Kurt Warner had his first NFL start. 


12/26 - The Ravens recorded their first-ever shutout, a 
22-0 win over Cincinnati. The victory completed a perfect 
December and gave the Ravens a franchise-high eight 
victories. Five players (LB Peter Boulware, LB Ray Lewis, DE 
Michael McCrary, T Jonathan Ogden and S Rod Woodson) 
were named to the Pro Bowl. The Ravens’ defense finished 
second in the NFL, and in the team’s 6-3 finish, Baltimore 
outscored opponents, 324-277. 


2000 


2/22 - The Ravens signed seven-time Pro Bowl TE Shannon 
Sharpe, an unrestricted free agent who had starred for 10 
years with the Denver Broncos. Sharpe caught 552 passes 
for 6,983 yards and 44 TDs for Denver. 


3/27 - NFL owners approved the sale of 49% of the Ravens 
to Anne Arundel County (MD) business executive Steve 
Bisciotti. In it, Bisciotti had an option to purchase the 
remaining 51% for $325 million in 2004. 


SEPT. - The Ravens opened the 2000 season with a 16-0 win 
at Pittsburgh in their last visit to Three Rivers Stadium on 9/3. 
They won three of their first four games, including a dramatic 





39-36 win over Jacksonville (their first win over the Jaguars) 
and a 37-0 shutout over Cincinnati. 


OCT. - Baltimore finished October at 2-3, and did not score a 
TD during the month. Trent Dilfer replaced Tony Banks at OB 
on 10/29 vs Pittsburgh. 


NOV./DEC. - Baltimore won its final seven regular season 
games by a combined score of 193-63. On 11/26, Earnest 
Byner was the first inductee to the Ravens’ Ring of Honor 
(Ravens won 44-7 vs. Cleveland). On 12/10, Art Modell was 
honored in pre-game ceremonies for his 40 years of 
ownership. That day, the Ravens earned their first playoff 
berth, defeating San Diego, 24-3. 


12/24 - The Ravens’ defense seta 16-game record by allowing 
only 165 total points. Baltimore also set an NFL record by 
allowing only 970 yards rushing. The Ravens finished 12-4 
after beating the New York Jets, 34-20, on Christmas Eve. 
Rookie RB Jamal Lewis rushed for a team-record 1,364 yards 
in 2000. 


12/31 - The Ravens defeated the Denver Broncos, 21-3, in 
an AFC Wild Card Playoff Game at PSINet Stadium, the first 
home playoff game in Baltimore since 1977. Jamal Lewis 
rushed for 110 yards on 30 carries and scored twice, while 
the defense allowed Denver's rushing attack only 42 yards 
on the ground. 


2001 


1/2 - LB Ray Lewis won NFL Defensive Player of the Year 
honors from The Associated Press. 


1/7 - The Ravens scored 14 fourth quarter points to defeat 
Tennessee, 24-10, at Adelphia Coliseum to advance to the 
AFC Championship. The go-ahead TD was a 90-yard return 
by Anthony Mitchell off a blocked FG; then Ray Lewis scored 
on a 50-yard INT return to seal the win.

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1/14 - The Ravens traveled to Oakland and defeated the 
Raiders, 16-3, in the AFC Championship game to advance 
to Super Bowl XXXV. TE Shannon Sharpe scored on an 
NFL postseason-record 96-yard pass from Trent Dilfer. The 
Ravens limited the Raiders to 24 rushing yards. 


1/28 - The Ravens defeated the New York Giants, 34-7, to 
capture their first World Championship in Super Bowl XXXV, 
played at Raymond James Stadium in Tampa, FL. Ray Lewis 
was named Super Bowl MVP and only Ron Dixon's 97-yard 
KOR for a TD averted a shutout against the Giants. A Super 
Bowl record was set when three TDs were scored in a span 
of 36 seconds, including Duane Starks’ 49-yard INT return 
and Jermaine Lewis’ 84-yard KOR. 


1/30 - Over 200,000 people turned out on a cold, rainy day to 
attend the Baltimore Ravens victory parade. 


JULY/AUG. - The Ravens opened training camp as defending 
World Champions with the entire nation watching, as HBO's 
Hard Knocks: Training Camp with the Baltimore Ravens 
debuted with the Ravens as the featured team. 


9/9 - The Ravens won their 12th-consecutive game and 
second-consecutive opener with a 17-6 win over the 
Chicago Bears at PSINet Stadium. On 9/11, the World Trade 
Center collapsed and the Pentagon was hit, following 
terrorist attacks. 


10/21 - Matt Stover broke the NFLrecord for most consecutive 
games with a FG, snapping Fred Cox’s old mark of 31, when 
he booted two three-pointers in a 24-14 loss to the Browns 
at Cleveland Browns Stadium. Stover’s streak ended at 38 
games with a missed FGA on 12/16 vs. Pittsburgh. 


11/18 - TE Shannon Sharpe became the NFLs all-time leading 
pass-catching TE (surpassing Ravens executive VP and GM 
Ozzie Newsome’s mark of 662), when Sharpe caught a 29-yard 
pass on the fifth play of the game vs. the Cleveland Browns. 
He finished the 2001 season with 692 career receptions for 
8,604 yards, both then-all-time NFL highs for a TE. 


12/2 - S Rod Woodson set an NFLrecord by returning a 
Peyton Manning INT 47 yards for a TD, his 10th career TD 
on an INT return, in a 39-27 win over Indy. Woodson’'s TD 
Snapped a tie with Ken Houston (nine career INT-TDs). 


12/23 - RB Corey Dillon of the Bengals rushed for 127 yards, 
Snapping the Ravens’ streak of 50 games (including playoffs) 
of not allowing a 100-yard rusher, the longest streak since the 
1989-1992 Eagles had a 53-game streak. The Ravens scored 
their third consecutive home shutout over the Bengals 
(16-0), the first time in 24 years (1975-77, Oakland over San 
Diego) that a team had three straight home shutouts over 
the same opponent. 


2002 


1/2 - Six Ravens from the 2001 season were selected to play 
in the Pro Bowl, tying the team mark set in 1998. Selected 
were LB Ray Lewis, T Jonathan Ogden, DT Sam Adams, RS 
Jermaine Lewis, TE Shannon Sharpe and S Rod Woodson. 


1/7 - The Ravens played a postponed regular season game 
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against Minnesota at Ravens Stadium and defeated the 
Vikings, 19-3, allowing Baltimore to advance to the playoffs. 
The game had been scheduled for Monday, 9/17, but was 
re-scheduled because of the 9/11 terrorist attacks on the 
United States. The victory gave the Ravens a 10-6 record and 
clinched a Wild Card spot as the AFC's fifth seed. LB Peter 
Boulware set a team record with four sacks vs. the Vikings 
to finish as the AFC’s leading sacker with 15. 


1/13 - The Baltimore Ravens traveled to Miami and defeated 
the Dolphins, 20-3, in an AFC Wild Card Playoff game. 
Baltimore set a playoff team record with 226 rushing yards on 
50 carries. The Ravens became the first team in NFL history 
to win its first five playoff games. Only Joe Gibbs, who won 
his first six playoff games, surpassed Brian Billick’s mark of 
five (tied with Tom Flores). 


1/20 - After five-consecutive playoff wins (including the 
Super Bowl run in 2000), the Ravens were stopped at Heinz 
Field with a 27-10 loss to the Pittsburgh Steelers in the AFC 
Divisional Playoff game. The Steelers jumped to a 20-0 first- 
half lead and stifled Baltimore's offense. Baltimore's only TD 
came when RS Jermaine Lewis set a-then NFL playoff record 
with an 88-yard punt return for a score in the third quarter. 


5/15 - The Ravens and McDaniel College (formerly Western 
Maryland College) announced a _ three-year contract 
extension to keep Ravens training camp in Westminster, MD, 
through the 2004 season. 


9/8 - With the youngest team in NFL history (19 first-year 
players), the Ravens dropped their first two games at Carolina 
(10-7) and at home (9/15) vs. the Buccaneers (25-0). A moving 
tribute was paid to Hall of Fame QB Johnny Unitas prior to 
the game, and OB Chris Redman, a close friend and admirer, 
wore black hightops in honor of his hero. Johnny Unitas 
passed away on 9/11. 


9/30 - CB Chris McAlister ran into the NFL record books 
against Denver. With one second remaining in the first half, 
Broncos K Jason Elam’s FGA was short. McAlister caught 
it in the end zone and returned it 107 yards for a TD — the 
then-longest play of any kind in league history. The previous 
record was 106 yards (3 KORs), last accomplished by Roy 
Green in 1979. Baltimore won 34-23. S Ed Reed blocked the 
first punt in Ravens history, leading to the Ravens second TD 
of the second quarter against the Broncos. 


10/20 - QB Johnny Unitas and seven of his Hall of Fame Colts 
teammates were enshrined into the Ring of Honor at Ravens 
Stadium in front of a sellout crowd of 69,173 fans. Enshrined 
with Unitas were: WR Raymond Berry, RB Lenny Moore, DT 
Art Donovan, DE Gino Marchetti, TE John Mackey, OT Jim 
Parker and LB Ted Hendricks. A bronze statue of Unitas’ 
likeness was sculpted by local Baltimore artist Frederick Kail 
and dedicated at Gate A, newly-named Unitas Plaza. In a joint 
effort, the Baltimore Ravens, Art Modell, the Steve Bisciotti 
family, and others commissioned the project. 


12/29 - The Ravens lost their final game of the season at 
Pittsburgh (34-31) in a heart-breaking nailbiter. Hopes of a 
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playoff berth ended, as the Ravens finished with a 7-9 record. 
Three Ravens players traveled to Hawaii for the Pro Bowl, 
including T Jonathan Ogden, LB Peter Boulware and first- 
timer TE Todd Heap. 


2003 


JAN./FEB. - Ozzie Newsome was named the NFL's first 
minority general manager. The executive VP and GM 
promoted three members of his staff: Phil Savage, player 
personnel director; George Kokinis, pro personnel director; 
and Eric DeCosta, college scouting director. Former Bears 
Hall of Fame LB Mike Singletary launched his coaching 
career when he was hired by the Ravens as the team’s LBs 
coach. Art Modell entered his 43rd (and final) year in the NFL 
as a franchise owner. 


5/6 - Ravens Stadium was re-named M&T Bank Stadium in 
a press conference held at the stadium. The 15-year, $75 
million agreement included naming rights, as well as, jointly 
administered community-based programs. The then-14/- 
year-old M&T Bank was headquartered in Buffalo, NY. 


9/2 - The average age of the Ravens was only 25.8 years 
at roster cutdown. Baltimore had 11 first- and second-year 
players on the roster; seven rookies and 11 second-year 
veterans. The average years of experience was just four. The 
Ravens were the third-youngest team in the NFL (Cleveland, 
24.8 and Chicago, 25.3). 


9/14 - Baltimore rolled over the Cleveland Browns, 33-13, at 
M&T Bank Stadium. In that home opener, RB Jamal Lewis 
broke a then-NFL record with 295 yards rushing on 30 carries 
and 2 TDs. Inthe game at Cleveland (12/21), Lewis rushed for 
205 yards, setting the NFL mark for rushing yards in a season 
versus the same team — 500 yards. 


12/18 - A team-record eight players were voted to the Pro 
Bowl (most in NFL, tied with the Chiefs): LB Ray Lewis, S Ed 
Reed, LB Peter Boulware, T Jonathan Ogden, TE Todd Heap, 
RB Jamal Lewis, CB Chris McAlister and LB/Special Teamer 
Adalius Thomas. 


12/28 - Art Modell was inducted into the Ring of Honor at 
M&T Bank Stadium in the final game of the season, a 13-10 
OT win over Pittsburgh. Baltimore finished 10-6, winning its 
first-ever AFC North Division title. 


12/31 - RB Jamal Lewis and LB Ray Lewis were named /he 
Associated Press NFL Offensive and Defensive Players of 
the Year, respectively, while LB Terrell Suggs was named AP 
NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year. 

2004 
1/3 - The Ravens lost, 20-17, to the Titans in the AFC Wild 
Card game at M&T Bank Stadium on Gary Anderson's game- 
winning kick (46-yard FG), with 29 seconds remaining. 
2/4 - Jim Fassel, former head coach of the NY Giants, was 
named senior consultant/offense for the Baltimore Ravens. 
It marked the first time two Super Bowl head coaches (Brian 
Billick the other) were on the same staff. 


4/9 - The NFL approved Ravens new owner Steve Bisciotti's 
purchase of the club. 





The NFL approved new owner Steve Bisciotti's purchase of the Baltimore 
Ravens in April 2004. 


4/13 - The Ravens and McDaniel College extended their 
partnership six years to keep training camp in Westminster 
through 2010. The deal included installation of Sportexe 
Momentum Turf on the college's main athletic field with both 
parties sharing costs. 


10/4 - Former Ravens Pro Bowl DE Michael McCrary, who 
retired in 2002, was inducted into the Smyth Jewelers Ring of 
Honor at halftime of the Ravens’ Monday Night ABC contest 
vs. KC. The Chiefs won, 27-24. 


10/15 - Ravens moved into their new 200,000-soq.ft. training 
facility in Owings Mills, MD during the bye week. The new 
state-of-the-art headquarters is home to over 200 Ravens 
employees. 


12/22 - Five Ravens were named to the Pro Bowl: T Jonathan 
Ogden (eighth), LB Ray Lewis (seventh), S Ed Reed (second), 
CB Chris McAlister (second) and LB Terrell Suggs (first). 


2005 


1/2 - Finishing the 2004 season with a 9-7 record, the Ravens 
fell one game short of the playoffs. Baltimore produced a 6-2 
mark at M&T Bank Stadium and a 3-5 record on the road. 
Injuries caused regular starters to miss 53 games, including 
the entire season for Pro Bowl LB Peter Boulware. Other Pro 
Bowlers who missed considerable time included: TE Todd 
Heap (10), RB Jamal Lewis (four), LT Jonathan Ogden (four), 
and CB Deion Sanders (seven). C Mike Flynn missed the first 
seven games. 

1/7 - S Ed Reed was named the 2004 NFL Defensive Player 
of the Year by the Associated Press, becoming the second 
Raven In as many years to win the award. LB Ray Lewis won 
the award twice (2000, 2003). 

1/12 - Jim Fassel and Rex Ryan (1/20) were promoted to 
offensive and defensive coordinators, respectively. Clarence 
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Brooks (formerly with Miami) replaced Rex Ryan as D-line 
coach. Chris Foerster (former Miami offensive coordinator) 
was named offensive line/assistant head coach. Rick 
Neuheisel was named QBs coach. Fassel’s son, John, was 
hired as an offensive assistant. 


2006 


1/1 - Baltimore finished 2005 with a disappointing 6-10 record, 
going 6-2 at home and netting zero wins on the road. The 
67 games lost to injured starters were third most in the NFL, 
with 10 games to Ray Lewis (thigh), six to Ed Reed (ankle) 
and seven to Kyle Boller (toe). Season highlights included 
two national games, a 48-3 win over Green Bay (12/19) and a 
30-23 win against Minnesota (12/25) on Christmas night that 
knocked the Vikings out of the playoffs. One of the victories 
was a 16-13 OT win over the eventual Super Bowl Champion 
Steelers. T Jonathan Ogden was selected to his ninth- 
straight Pro Bowl appearance. 


6/8 - Three-time Pro Bowler and 2003 co-MVP QB Steve 
McNair joined the Ravens in a trade with Tennessee in 
exchange for a 2007 Baltimore draft pick. McNair would 
go on to start at OB for the Ravens in 2006, and he became 
just the third player in NFL history to throw for 30,000 career 
passing yards and 3,500 rushing yards. He joined Hall of 
Famers Fran Tarkenton and Steve Young in that group. 


9/10 - Baltimore shut out Tampa Bay (27-0) in the opener at 
Raymond James Stadium and posted a second shutout vs. 
Pittsburgh (also 27-0) on Nov. 26. 


10/16 - Head coach Brian Billick took over coordinating the 
offense after the Ravens lost two in a row, falling to 4-2. 
Baltimore won five-straight games and four out of the last 
five contests on the season. 


11/5 - Former LB Peter Boulware, who retired in 2006, 
was inducted into the Smyth Jewelers Ring of Honor at 
M&T Bank Stadium in an emotional halftime ceremony. In 
addition to family and former teammates, he was joined 
by Steve Bisciotti and Art Modell. Peter’s younger brother 
Michael, a Seahawks’ safety, spoke in personal terms to 
his brother in a pre-recorded message that was shown 
on the RavensVision video boards. Boulware, genuinely 
moved, spoke to the crowd of 69,143 Ravens fans. Baltimore 
defeated Cincinnati, 26-20, and carried a 6-2 record into the 
second half of the season. 


12/22 - Three Ravens were named as starters in the Pro 
Bowl: T Jonathan Ogden, LB Adalius Thomas and S Ed 
Reed. CB Chris McAlister and LB Terrell Suggs received Pro 
Bowl nods as reserves. LB Ray Lewis and OB Steve McNair 
were named as backups, but were replaced [because of 
injuries] with LB Bart Scott and the Titans’ OB Vince Young, 
respectively. 

12/24 - For the first time in Ravens history, Baltimore swept 
AFC North rival Pittsburgh at Heinz Field, 31-7, after posting 
an earlier shutout on Nov. 26, 27-0, at M&T Bank Stadium. The 
Ravens’ “D” dominated Pittsburgh in both games, sacking OB 
Ben Roethlisberger 14 times and intercepting him four. 
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In 2006, Baltimore swept the Steelers, 27-0 (M&T Bank Stadium) and 31-7 at 
Heinz Field, for a 58-7 point differential. LB Bart Scott posted 1.5 sacks of OB 
Ben Roethlisberger. 


12/31 - The Ravens finished 13-3, earning the AFC North 
Division title and a bye week prior to the AFC Divisional 
Playoffs. The Ravens’ No. 1-ranked defense was elite: first 
in points allowed (201, including just 64 [9.1 per game] in the 
final seven games — 26 teams allowed 300 or more points for 
the season); first in total defense (264.1 ypg); first in red zone 
(33.3% TDs allowed); fewest third downs converted (28.8%) 
and fewest first downs permitted (236); first in turnover 
margin (+17) and second in takeaways (40 to Chicago's 44); 
first in INTs (28, including five for TDs); and second in sacks 
(60 to San Diego's 61). The offense led the NFL in time of 
possession (32:49) and sack ratio (+43); the 17 sacks allowed 
was a franchise record and second in the NFL to Indy’s 15. 


2007 


1/13 - In a Divisional Playoff game that provided great angst 
for Baltimore's loyal fans, the Ravens were on the wrong 
side of a 15-6 decision vs. Indianapolis. Not a single TD was 
scored in this kicking contest between Baltimore's Matt 
Stover and the Colts’ Adam Vinatieri. 


1/17 - Head coach Brian Billick signed a new four-year 
contract with the Ravens. Defensive coordinator Rex Ryan 
signed a new two-year deal with the team. 


12/18 - T Jonathan Ogden was named to his 11th-straight Pro 
Bowl, along with LB Ray Lewis (ninth), S Ed Reed (fourth) and 
RB Willis McGahee (first). 


12/31 - Prompted by a dismal 5-11 season in 2007, Ravens 
owner Steve Bisciotti, president Dick Cass and GM Ozzie 
Newsome held a press conference announcing the decision 
to relieve head coach Brian Billick and his staff of their 
coaching duties. Despite an injury report that would have 
paralyzed most teams, the Ravens never quit. In 2007, the 
number of games missed by starters was 77, up from just 
24 in 2006. By the final gun, the Ravens had started three 
different QBs, including rookie Troy Smith. Baltimore had 12 
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rookies and one first-year player on the roster, which (13) 
was the third-most in the NFL to close the year. Baltimore 
started six different rookies, tying four teams for second 
most in the NFL. Smith posted only one win versus the AFC 
North, a 27-21 nailbiter vs. Pittsburgh on 12/30. 


2008 


1/19 - Steve Bisciotti hired his first head coach — and just 
the third in Ravens history — John Harbaugh — former special 
teams/defensive backs coach for the Philadelphia Eagles 
under Andy Reid. Harbaugh’s special teams ranked in the 
Top 10 of special teams rankings every year from 2000-06, 
including two first-place finishes. From 2000-06, no team 
had a higher overall ranking (attribution: The Dallas Morning 
News). Harbaugh was originally hired by Ray Rhodes in 1997 
and was then retained by Reid. 


John Harbaugh became the third head coach in franchise history in 2008. 


1/23 - Cam Cameron, head coach of the Dolphins in 2007, was 
hired to be the Ravens’ new offensive coordinator by head 
coach John Harbaugh. 


1/28 - Rex Ryan was retained as defensive coordinator 
and also named the team’s assistant head coach by John 
Harbaugh. 


4/17 - QB Steve McNair retired from football after a 13-year 
NFL career. 


6/12 - T Jonathan Ogden retired after a 12-year NFL career. 


9/7 - John Harbaugh won his first game as an NFL head 
coach with a 17-10 victory over Cincinnati in Week 1 at M&T 
Bank Stadium. A pair of rookie players started the game on 
offense: QB Joe Flacco and RB Ray Rice. 


9/14 - The Ravens’ bye week was unexpectedly moved to 
Week 2 after Hurricane Ike ravaged Texas’ Gulf Coast area 
and forced the postponement of Baltimore's game at Houston 
until Week 10. Due to this schedule change, Baltimore would 
play 18-consecutive games, including three in the playoffs, 
before the season concluded. 


10/26 - Longtime Ravens T Jonathan Ogden was inducted into 
the Ravens’ Symth Jewelers Ring of Honor during a win over 
Oakland just four months after his retirement from football. 


12/20 - In the last NFL game to ever be played at the Cowboys’ 





historic Texas Stadium, the Ravens defeated Dallas, 33-24, 
with FB Le’Ron McClain recording the longest run in Texas 
Stadium history with a career-long 82-yard TD scamper. 


12/28 - With a Wild Card playoff spot on the line, Baltimore 
closed out the regular season with a 9-2 record to earn a No. 
6 seed in the postseason. The Ravens beat Jacksonville in 
the season finale, 27-7, to earn their fifth-ever postseason 
appearance. After starting the year 2-3, the Ravens rallied to 
end the regular season with an 11-5 record to earn second 
place in the AFC North and a Wild Card Playoff berth. The 
11 regular season wins set an NFL record for the most by a 
rookie QB (Joe Flacco) and a first-year head coach (John 
Harbaugh) tandem. Including the playoffs, Harbaugh and 
Flacco ended 2008 with 13 wins, a new NFL rookie standard. 


2009 


1/4 - In the 27-9 Wild Card win at Miami, the Ravens’ 4 INTs 
off Dolphins QB Chad Pennington (who threw only 7 during 
the regular season) tied for the most in team playoff history. 
S Ed Reed stole two from Pennington, returning the first pick 
64 yards fora TD. 


1/10 - The Ravens defeated the top-seeded Tennessee Titans 
at LP Field, 13-10, getting Joe Flacco his second playoff win 
— the most for a rookie QB in NFL history. A last-minute, 43- 
yard field goal by K Matt Stover gave Baltimore the win. 


1/18 - In the AFC Championship, Baltimore suffered a narrow 
23-14 loss to the Pittsburgh Steelers at Heinz Field in a hard- 
hitting defensive battle, ending the Ravens’ playoff run. 
John Harbaugh solidified himself as one of 12 first-year 
head coaches in the Super Bowl era to lead his team to the 
conference championship game. 


The Ravens finished the season No. 2 in the NFL with 19 
players on IR, the most in team history. According to Rick 
Gosselin of The Dallas Morning News, Baltimore lost 64 
games by starters. 


Baltimore's defense concluded the 2008 season ranked No. 
2 in the NEL. In addition to not allowing a 100-yard rusher 
for the second-straight season (an NFL-best 35 games dating 
back to 2006), it set three team records: opponent OB rating 
(60.6), rushing TDs allowed (four) and rushing first downs 
allowed (58). A league-high 9 INTs by S Ed Reed contributed 
to the team’s NFL top-ranked status for INTs with 26. 


1/21 - Rex Ryan, Baltimore's defensive coordinator from 
2005-08 and a member of the coaching staff since 1999, was 
hired by the New York Jets as their head coach. 


1/26 - Having served as LBs coach in 2008, Greg Mattison 
was named the Ravens’ new defensive coordinator. Also, 
special teams coordinator Jerry Rosburg earned the title of 
assistant head coach. 

2/8 - The Baltimore coaching staff led the AFC squad in the 
Pro Bowl. Five Ravens were voted into the All-Star game for 
the 2008 season, including ST Brendon Ayanbadejo (third), 
LB Ray Lewis (10th), FB Le’Ron McClain (first), S Ed Reed 
(fifth) and LB Terrell Suggs (third). 
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2010 


1/3 - To cap the 2009 regular season, the Ravens produced 
their sixth playoff team of the decade (2000-09), which 
ranked third best (tied with Pittsburgh) in the AFC behind 
Indianapolis (9) and New England (7). 


With a 21-13 win at Oakland (1/3), John Harbaugh and Joe 
Flacco, who set the NFL record for most wins ever (13, 
including playoffs) by a rookie head coach starting a rookie 
QB in 2008, achieved the league mark for earning the playoffs 
in their first two seasons by such a tandem. 


Harbaugh also became the 10th coach since 1990 to reach 
the playoffs in his first two seasons as a head coach, while 
Flacco became the fourth starting OB since the 1970 merger 
to reach the playoffs in his first two NFL seasons. 


The Ravens’ “D” finished third in the NFL in total yards (300.5) 
and third in points allowed (16.3). It was the seventh-straight 
season Baltimore's defense finished in the NFLs top six. 


For the first time in team history, Baltimore had a 3,000-yard 
passer (Joe Flacco - 3,613), a 1,000-yard rusher (Ray Rice - 
1,339) and a 1,000-yard receiver (Derrick Mason - 1,028) in 
the same season. 


1/10 - In the Wild Card game at New England, Baltimore 
beat the Patriots, 33-14, serving the team Its first home 
playoff defeat since 1978. Baltimore snapped New England's 
11-game home playoff winning streak and halted QB Tom 
Brady's 23-game overall winning streak at home. 


The Ravens forced QB Tom Brady into four turnovers (3 INTs 
and a fumble), finishing the game with a +2 ratio. Baltimore 
scored 20 points off its four turnovers on the day. 


Baltimore scored 33 points against the Patriots, the second 
most in Ravens playoff history (34 vs. NYG in Super Bowl 
XXXV). Twenty-four of the Ravens’ points came in the first 
quarter, tying for the second-most points in the opening 
quarter of any playoff game in NFL history. 


Ray Rice ran for a playoff franchise-record 159 yards and 2 
TDs on 22 carries (7.2 avg.), spurring the Ravens’ 234-yard 
rushing output (most in team playoff history). 


1/16 - Baltimore fell at Indianapolis in the Divisional game, 20- 
3. The Ravens held the Colts to 275 net yards (including just 
42 rushing), but Baltimore’s four turnovers proved too costly. 


1/31 - The NFL held its annual Pro Bowl in South Florida, an 
honor five Ravens earned: LB Ray Lewis (11th), FB Le’Ron 
McClain (second), DT Haloti Ngata (first), S Ed Reed (sixth) 
and RB Ray Rice (first). 
2011 

1/2 - To finish the 2010 season, Baltimore tied Pittsburgh for 
the best record in the division at 12-4, but lost the AFC North 
on the division-record tiebreaker (5-1 to 4-2). Baltimore, 
Indianapolis (an NFL record nine in a row) and Philadelphia 
became the only teams to make the playoffs from 2008-10. 


The 2010 campaign also marked the first time the Ravens 
ever earned the postseason three years In a row. 
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RB Ray Rice bolted for an 83-yard TD run on the first play from scrimmage in 
the Ravens’ Wild Card win over New England during the 2009 playoffs. 


This was the third year in a row —the best run in team history 
— that the Ravens finished third in the NFL in fewest points 
allowed (16.9 ppg). S Ed Reed missed the first six games of 
the season rehabbing a hip injury, and despite that, still led 
the NFL with 8 INTs and 183 INT return yards. 


Joe Flacco became the third starting QB since the 1970 
merger to make the playoffs in his first three seasons, joining 
Dan Marino and Bernie Kosar. Flacco set a Ravens’ season 
mark with his 93.6 QB rating and established then-career 
highs with 3,622 yards and 25 TDs. RB Ray Rice posted 1,776 
yards from scrimmage, third most in the NFL, while WR 
Derrick Mason became the third player in NFL annals to post 
11 consecutive seasons with at least 60 catches (Jerry Rice 
and Tony Gonzalez). 


1/9 - In the Wild Card game at Kansas City, the Ravens 
prevailed 30-7, becoming the only NFL team to win at least 
one playoff game in each of the last three seasons (2008-10). 
Harbaugh also became the first head coach in NFL history to 
win a playoff game in each of his first three seasons (2008-10). 


In the victory, the Ravens set then-franchise playoff single- 
game records for the following offensive marks: total 
net yards (390), first downs (26) and passing yards (248). 
Baltimore's stingy defense allowed just 161.0 yards of total 
offense. The Chiefs recorded just 53 net passing yards, 
which set a Ravens’ postseason record. 


Flacco set Ravens playoff records (since broken) with 25 
completions, 265 yards passing and 2 TDs (on 34 attempts), 
also producing a franchise postseason-record 115.4 QB 
rating. He earned his fourth-career playoff win and tied Dan 
Marino for the most combined victories (36) by a QB in his 
first three seasons. 


1/15 - After holding a 21-7 halftime lead, the Ravens fell at 
Pittsburgh in the Divisional Playoff, 31-24. OLB Terrell Suggs 
(10) became the Ravens’ career postseason sacks leader 
with his 3-sack performance, and Baltimore's 6 total sacks 
on the night also set a team playoff record. 


1/19 - Becoming the team’s fifth defensive coordinator, 
Chuck Pagano was promoted from secondary coach after 
Greg Mattison left to coach at the University of Michigan. 


RAVENS HISTORY 


1/30 - The Pro Bowl was played in Hawaii, with five Ravens 
earning 2010 All-Star honors: K Billy Cundiff (first), LB Ray 
Lewis (12th), DT Haloti Ngata (second), S Ed Reed (seventh) 
and OLB Terrell Suggs (fourth). 


2/14 - Harbaugh and the Ravens agreed to a contract 
extension (with terms undisclosed). 


3/4 - The NFLs Collective Bargaining Agreement between 
the clubs and NFL Players Association, which was signed in 
March of 2006, expired. 


3/11 - The NFL Players Association decertified, declaring 
itself out of the business of representing players. In exchange 
for giving up rights under union labor law, the players were 
able to take their chances in court under antitrust law. 


3/12 - NFL owners lock out the players — creating the NFLs 
first work stoppage since 1987. 


7/25 - Following an offseason that contained no minicamps, 
OTAs or workout programs due to the lockout, the NFL 
Players Association and the leagues owners reached an 
agreement in principle on their 10-year labor deal, creating 
a new CBA. After a 31-0 vote by the owners to approve the 
deal on July 21 (the Oakland Raiders abstained), the NFLPA 
would later ratify the CBA on Aug. 5. 


9/11 - Marking the 10th Anniversary of the Sept. 11, 2001 
terrorist attacks, the Ravens honored all military and those 
whose lives have been lost in the home opener against 
Pittsburgh. Baltimore prevails, 35-7, in a contest that sees 
the Ravens force a franchise-record 7 take-aways. 

11/20 - K Matt Stover, the franchise's all-time leading scorer, 
was inducted into the team’s Ring of Honor during halftime of 
the Ravens’ 31-24 win over Cincinnati. 


12/24 - With a 20-14 win vs. Cleveland, the Ravens went 
undefeated at M&T Bank Stadium, matching the Packers and 
Saints as the only teams to go undefeated at home in 2011. 
Following the victory, John Harbaugh dedicated the “game 
ball” to the team’s fans for their support during the undefeated 
home campaign, which marked a franchise first. 
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WR Torrey Smith's game-winning TD catch at Pittsburgh helped the Ravens 
go 12-4 in 2011 and sweep the AFC North for the first time in team history. 


2012 


1/1 - After a 24-16 victory at Cincinnati, the Ravens became 
the only NFL team to earn the playoffs the past four seasons 
(2008-11), also winning the AFC North by sweeping the 
division for the first time in franchise history. 


The Ravens, producing a second-straight 12-4 campaign, 
went 6-0 against playoff teams during the regular season, 
matching Green Bay as the only clubs to go undefeated in 
division play and against other postseason qualifiers. 


QB Joe Flacco, who started every game under head coach 
John Harbaugh, produced his 44th regular season win as a 
starter, marking the most ever by an NFL QB in his initial four 
seasons (2008-11). 


The Ravens, who finished No. 3 in the league in fewest 
points permitted (16.6 ppg) for the fourth-straight year, tied 
an NFL record for consecutive seasons of being in the Top 
3 for points allowed. Overall, Baltimore's “D” ranked third in 
both yards allowed (288.9 ypg) and sacks (48). 


Despite playing eight games against defenses ranked in 
the NFL's Top 8, the Ravens were 12th in scoring (23.6 ppg), 
seventh in third-down offense (42.4%) and 10th in rushing 
(124.8 ypg). RB Ray Rice produced a career-high and NFL- 
best 2,068 yards from scrimmage, ranking second in the 
league in rushing. Rice also set a team mark with 15 total 
TDs and was second in the NFL among RBs with a team- 
high 76 catches (704 receiving yards). Flacco produced 
his third-consecutive 3,500-yard/20-TD season and was 13 
yards shy of his then-career high with 3,610 passing yards 
(3,622). WR Torrey Smith was third among NFL rookies with 
841 receiving yards (50 catches); his receptions and yards, 
plus 7 TDs, set new Ravens first-year standards. 


1/15 - Baltimore earned a 20-13 Divisional Round victory 
over Houston at home, helping John Harbaugh become the 
first head coach in NFL history (since the 1970 merger) to 
win a playoff game in each of his first four seasons (2008- 
11). The Ravens forced 4 turnovers against the Texans, and 
for the first time in team history (regular season or playoffs), 
Baltimore did not commit a single penalty. 


1/22 - The Ravens’ Super Bowl hopes came to a devastating 
end in New England with a 23-20 loss inthe AFC Championship 
game. It came down to Baltimore's final drive in the fourth 
quarter, when the Ravens had a chance to win or tie the game. 
But, a QB Joe Flacco-to-WR Lee Evans pass fell incomplete, 
and K Billy Cundiff's last-second 32-yard FG attempt sailed 
wide left, sealing the victory for New England. 


1/27 - Dean Pees was named the Ravens’ new defensive 
coordinator after Chuck Pagano left to become head coach 
of the Indianapolis Colts. 


1/29 - Played in Hawaii to honor the NFLs 2011 Pro Bowlers, 
eight Ravens earned All-Star honors: LB Ray Lewis (13th), S 
Ed Reed (eighth), OLB Terrell Suggs (fifth), DT Haloti Ngata 
(third), FB Vonta Leach (second), RB Ray Rice (second), G 
Ben Grubbs (first) and G Marshal Yanda (first). 
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OLB Terrell Suggs was named the 2011 AP NFL Defensive Player of the Year. 


2/4 - OLB Terrell Suggs was named the 2011 Associated 
Press Defensive Player of the Year. It marked the fourth 
time in 12 seasons that a Raven has earned the prestigious 
honor: Suggs (2011), S Ed Reed (2004) and LB Ray Lewis 
(2003 & 2000). Additionally, C Matt Birk was named the 2011 
NFL Walter Payton Man of the Year. The award recognizes 
a player's off-the-field community service as well as his 
playing excellence. 


6/8 - The Ravens and Under Armour, whose global headquarters 
are located in downtown Baltimore, joined forces in a wide- 
ranging collaboration that features multiple community- 
focused initiatives. The 10-year agreement included naming 
rights for the team’s practice facility in Owings Mills, which 
was renamed the Under Armour Performance Center. 


9/6 - Art Modell, whose remarkable 43-year NFL career made 
him a regular finalist for the Pro Football Hall of Fame, died 
of natural causes at Johns Hopkins Hospital at the age of 87. 
As owner of both the Cleveland Browns (1961-1995) and the 
Baltimore Ravens (1996-2003), Modell directed teams that 
produced 28 winning seasons, 28 playoff games, two NFL 
Championships (1964 and 2000), three other appearances in 
NFL title contests (1965, ‘68 and ‘69), and four visits (1986, ‘87, 
‘89 and 2000) to AFC championships. 


9/27 - RB Jamal Lewis, the Ravens’ all-time leading rusher, 
was inducted into the team’s Ring of Honor during halftime 
of the Ravens’ 23-16 win over Cleveland on Thursday night. 


12/26 - For their 2012 season efforts, six Ravens earned Pro 
Bowl honors: S Ed Reed (ninth), DT Haloti Ngata (fourth), FB 
Vonta Leach (third), RB Ray Rice (third), G Marshal Yanda 
(second) and RS Jacoby Jones (first). 


12/30 - The 2012 Ravens finished with a 10-6 record en route 
to earning their fifth-straight playoff berth and second- 
consecutive AFC North title. Under head coach John 
Harbaugh, Baltimore became the only NFL team to make 
the playoffs in each of the past five seasons (2008-12). The 
Ravens, who earned the playoffs in six of the past seven 
seasons, seized the franchise's fourth-ever division title with 
a 4-2 mark in AFC North play and an 8-4 conference record. 
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The Ravens set a then-single-season franchise record by 
scoring 398 points, averaging the NFLs 10th-most per game 
(24.9). Baltimore scored a team-record 254 points at home, 
producing the NFLs fourth-best home average of 31.8 ppg. 
Baltimore also surrendered just 16 give-aways, setting a 
franchise single-season record low. 


The Ravens special teams units were spectacular. In addition 
to posting a league-best (tied, Darius Reynaud) 3 kick return 
TDs (108- & 105-yard KORs and 63-yard PR), RS Jacoby Jones 
led the NFL in KOR average (30.7). Rookie K Justin Tucker 
made 30 of 33 FGAs (90.9%), producing the second-best 
success rate in Ravens single-season history and also the 
second-best mark by a rookie kicker in NFL history. 


Harbaugh became just the third coach in NFL history (since 
1970 merger) to guide his team to the postseason in each of 
his first five seasons (2008-12), joining Bill Cowher and Chuck 
Knox. “Harbs” also became the only head coach in NFL history 
to win a playoff game in each of his first four and five seasons. 


2013 


1/2 - LB Ray Lewis announced that he would retire at the 
end of the Ravens’ playoff run, closing one of the greatest 
careers in NFL history. “I talked to my team today,’ Lewis 
said. “I talked to them about life in general. And everything 
that starts has an end. For me, today, | told my team that this 
will be my last ride.” 


1/6 - Before a sellout M&T Bank Stadium crowd that 
celebrated and saluted LB Ray Lewis in his final home game, 
the Ravens held the Colts without a touchdown, winning 
24-9 in the 2012 Wild Card Playoff. Lewis, in his 17th and final 
season, finished with 13 tackles and 1 PD in his first game 
since tearing his triceps on Oct. 14. 


1/12 - In what became the fourth-longest game in NFL 
history, the Ravens outlasted the Broncos, 38-35, in double 
overtime of the 2012 Divisional Playoff at Denver, producing 
a thrilling victory that will go down as one of the greatest 
wins in franchise history. Rookie K Justin Tucker's 47-yard 
field goal in the second overtime period sent Baltimore into 
the AFC penep ee ae for the second- va season. The 
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For the final time in his legendary career, LB Ray Lewis performed his famous 
intro dance at M&T Bank Stadium before the 2012 Wild Card win vs. the Colts. 
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Ravens tied the contest at 35 with :31 remaining in regulation 
on a remarkable QB Joe Flacco-to-WR Jacoby Jones 70- 
yard TD bomb, spurring the incredible comeback. 


1/20 - The Ravens earned a trip to their second Super Bowl 
in franchise history, defeating the No. 2-seeded Patriots, 28- 
13, in the AFC Championship at New England. The Ravens’ 
defense shut out the NFLs No. 1-ranked and highest-scoring 
offense in the second half, and OB Joe Flacco threw 3 IDs in 
leading Baltimore to victory. 


2/1 - In a ceremony held in New Orleans two days before 
Super Bowl XLVII, Jonathan Ogden, an 11-time Pro Bowler 
and the Ravens’ first-ever draft pick (fourth overall in 1996), 
was announced as a 2013 Pro Football Hall of Fame inductee. 


2/3 - For the first time in any of the four major pro sports, 
two head-coaching brothers (John and Jim Harbaugh) faced 
each other in a championship game. After taking an early 
28-6 lead, the Baltimore Ravens needed a goal-line stand 
to clinch their second World Championship title, defeating 
the San Francisco 49ers, 34-31, in Super Bowl XLVII in New 
Orleans, LA. The Ravens’ defense delivered the critical stand 
late in the fourth quarter, overcoming a furious second-half 
comeback and a 34-minute power outage. 


With a 3-TD performance vs. the 49ers, QB Joe Flacco 
threw 11 TD passes in the postseason, tying the NFL single- 
postseason record shared by Joe Montana (1989) and Kurt 
Warner (2008). Flacco and Montana did not throw an INT 
during those respective postseasons. Flacco finished the 
game 22-of-33 for 287 yards to produce a 124.2 rating. 


In 2012, Flacco also became the first starting QB in NFL 
history (since 1970 merger) to make the playoffs in each of 
his first five seasons. Also winning at least one playoff game 
in each of those postseasons, he compiled nine playoff 
victories, which tie (Tom Brady) for the most among QBs in 
the first five seasons of a career. 


The Ravens produced one of the most electrifying postseasons 
in NFL history. Averaging 410.3 yards of offense (134.8 rush 
& 275.5 pass), Baltimore scored 31.0 points per game while 





WR/RS Jacoby Jones posted a 108-yard KOR-TD to open the second half of 


Super Bowl XLVII. Jones also added a 56-yard TD catch during the game, 
helping seta Super Bowl single-game record for most combined yards (290). 
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OB Joe Flacco was named Super Bowl XLVI MVP in the Ravens’ 34-31 win. 
allowing just 22.0. WR Anquan Boldin recorded 22 catches for 
380 yards and 4 TDs, while WR Jacoby Jones posted a 29.4 
receiving average (5 for 147), catching TDs of 70 and 56 yards. 
(Jones also had a 108-yard KOR-TD in the Super Bowl.) 


The Ravens’ defense registered 10 take-aways (6 INTs and 
4 FRs), helping produce a +6 overall turnover differential 
during their playoff run. The unit also posted 9 sacks in four 
playoff games, including 4.5 by OLB Paul Kruger. 


2/5 - Baltimore celebrated the Ravens’ Super Bowl XLVII 
Championship, as thousands of fans lined the streets of 
Charm City and completely filled M&T Bank Stadium for a 
celebration. Fans also gathered at City Hall and cheered 
when the Ravens arrived to kick off the parade route with 
the franchise's second Lombardi Trophy. 


6/5 - As guests of President Barack Obama, the Ravens visited 
The White House and were honored for winning Super Bowl 
XLVII. Said the President: “Now, | imagine there were times 
last year when these players were the only ones who knew 
that they'd make It here to show off this trophy. Because, 
during the year, they lost player after player to injury; they 
dropped four of their last five regular season games. In the 
playoffs, they trailed Denver by a touchdown with 70 yards and 
less than a minute to go. ... And then, in the Super Bowl, just 
when tt looked like they had the momentum, the lights went 
out for a half hour. ... But these Ravens always pulled through.” 


8/3 - T Jonathan Ogden, an 11-time Pro Bowler and the 
Ravens’ first-ever draft pick (fourth overall in 1996), was 
inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame during a ceremony 
in Canton, OH. Ogden was presented by Ravens GM and 
executive VP Ozzie Newsome. Stated Ogden: “[The Ravens 
were] a new team, and we were new to the city lin 1996]. We 
were all rookies together. | watched us grow, myself as a 
player and the fans as an NFL city from infancy to one of — If 
not the best — football towns in the National Football League, 
with undoubtedly the best and most passionate fans that I’ve 
ever seen, and | want to thank you guys for being that.” 
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Ray Lewis (above) was inducted into the Ravens’ Ring of Honor (detailed 
below) during the 2013 season following his incredible 17-year NFL career. 


9/22 - LB Ray Lewis, the Ravens all-time leading tackler and 
second-ever draft choice, was inducted into the team’s Ring 
of Honor during halftime of the 30-9 win over Houston. 


12/8 - In a remarkable and most-memorable contest that set 
NFL records for the most points scored (36) in the last 2:05 of 
a game and most lead changes (six) in a fourth quarter, the 
Ravens found a way to beat the Vikings, 29-26. In 121 seconds 
late in the game, 36 points were scored, including the winning 
TD by Baltimore with 4 seconds left. That score came when 
Joe Flacco, who led the game-winning, 5-play, 80-yard drive, 
hit rookie WR Marlon Brown with a 9-yard TD strike. This wild 
battle started with a near-blizzard snowfall that made it difficult 
for QBs to find receivers beyond the line of scrimmage. 


12/27 - For their 2013 season production, four Ravens earned 
Pro Bowl honors: DT Haloti Ngata (fifth), OLB Terrell Suggs 
(sixth), K Justin Tucker (first) and G Marshal Yanda (third). 


12/29 - For the first time since 2008 — the year the Ravens 
hired John Harbaugh — Baltimore did not make the playoffs, 
coming one game short with an 8-8 mark and placing third 
in the AFC North after falling 34-17 in the finale at Cincinnati. 
Tied 17-17 near the end of the third quarter of the game, 
Baltimore needed only that win to clinch a postseason berth. 


2014 


1/27 - Gary Kubiak was hired as the team’s offensive 
coordinator following the departure of Jim Caldwell, who was 
named Detroit's new head coach. 


5/21 - M&T Bank and the Ravens announced a 10-year, $60 
million extension of their partnership, which includes the 
continuation of naming rights to M&T Bank Stadium and 
an array of community-focused programs, including a new 
initiative focused on helping at-risk children in Baltimore. 


10/12 - QB Joe Flacco became the fastest player in NFL 
history (since 1970 merger) to toss 5 TDs (16 minutes and 3 
seconds into the game) in the 48-17 victory at Tampa Bay. The 
Ravens offense gained 4/75 yards vs. the Bucs, with the 48 
points scored marking the most in Ravens road game history. 


10/19 - TE Todd Heap, the Ravens’ all-time leader in receiving 
TDs (41), was inducted into the team’s Ring of Honor during 
halftime of the 29-7 win over Atlanta. 
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12/23 - For their 2014 season production, four Ravens 
earned Pro Bowl honors: OLB Elvis Dumervil (fourth), RB 
Justin Forsett (first, originally voted a first alternate), LB C.J. 
Mosley (first, becoming the first Ravens rookie to earn the 
distinction) and G Marshal Yanda (fourth). 


12/28 - Beating the Browns 20-10, the Ravens produced a 
10-6 regular season record en route to earning their sixth 
playoff berth in seven seasons. The Ravens set single- 
season franchise records by scoring 409 points (including 
a team-best 206 on the road) and producing 5,838 yards of 
offense. QB Joe Flacco posted career bests in yards (3,986) 
and touchdown passes (27). Baltimore tallied the NFL's 
second-most sacks (49, tied with Philadelphia) and boasted 
the No. 2 red zone defense (42.6), also allowing the league's 
sixth-fewest points per game (18.9). P Sam Koch produced 
the NFL's No. 3 gross average (47.4) and No. 1 net average 
(43.3), setting the Ravens’ single-season records for each. 


2015 


1/3 - Behind an offensive line that included two rookie starters 
(LT James Hurst and RG John Urschel), the Ravens won, 30- 
17, at the host Steelers in a Wild Card tilt, producing their 
NFL-best 10th playoff victory since 2008. Baltimore's defense 
was stout, holding Pittsburgh out of the end zone for three 
quarters and sacking OB Ben Roethlisberger five times. The 
win marked Baltimore's first-ever playoff triumph in the Steel 
City and gave the Ravens their 10th all-time postseason road 
victory, tying Green Bay (existing since 1919) for the most in 
pro football history. 


1/10 - In a tense Divisional battle at New England, the 
Ravens’ bid to play in their fourth AFC Championship game 
in seven seasons came to an abrupt end in Foxborough with 
a narrow 35-31 defeat to the Patriots. New England erased 
two 14-point Baltimore leads to win the contest, becoming 
the first team in NFL history to accomplish the feat. 


1/20 - Marc Trestman was hired as the team’s offensive 
coordinator following the departure of Gary Kubiak, who was 
named Denver's new head coach. 


7/28 - Constellation and the Ravens announced an agreement 
to construct a 375-kilowatt (DC) solar generation project 
at the team’s headquarters and training facility in Owings 
Mills...The roof-mounted solar power system expanded the 
Current energy services relationship...Constellation owns and 
operates the solar power system, while the Ravens purchase 
the electricity generated by the solar panels from Constellation 
under a 20-year power purchase agreement... he solar power 
system went into full operation on May 26, 2016. 


8/5 - The Ravens announced fan experience and gameday 
enhancements at M&T Bank Stadium, including a $6.5 million 
investment in an expansive Wi-Fi system, a revolutionary 3-D 
video system called freeD that shows replays from every 
possible angle and new safety measures to ease entry into 
the stadium and ensure top-of-the-line security for everyone. 


8/18-21 - Leading up to their second preseason game at 
Philadelphia, the Ravens traveled to the City of Brotherly 
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Love for three days of practice at the NovaCare Center 
against the host Eagles. 


9/13-10/26 - Starting with a season-opening loss at Denver, 
five of Baltimore's first seven games of the 2015 campaign 
were on the road, with the Ravens dropping close contests 
at the Broncos, at Oakland, at San Francisco and at Arizona... 
The last time an NFL team opened the season playing five of 
its first seven games on the road was in 2000...That team — 
16 years prior — was the eventual Super Bowl XXXV-winning 
Ravens...Following the Sept. 13 game at Denver, the Ravens 
traveled to San Jose, CA, where they stayed and practiced 
for an entire week at San Jose State leading up to a Week 
2 matchup with the Raiders in Oakland...Baltimore also held 
the Saturday pre-game walk-through at Stanford University’s 
football stadium. 





Legendary safety Ed Reed, who ranks first in NFL history with 1,590 INT return 
yards, was inducted into the Ravens Ring of Honor in 2015. 


11/22 - S Ed Reed, the Ravens’ all-time leader in interceptions 
(61) and NFL's all-time record-holder in INT return yards 
(1,590) was inducted into the team’s Ring of Honor during 
halftime of the 16-13 win over St. Louis. 


12/22 - For their 2015 season production, four Ravens earned 
Pro Bowl honors: LS Morgan Cox (first, who was selected in 
January as a “need” player), OLB Elvis Dumervil (fifth, who 
was added as an alternate in January), P Sam Koch (first) 
and G Marshal Yanda (fifth)...Each player represented the 
Ravens in Hawaii on Jan. 31, 2016. 


2016 


1/2 - The Ravens concluded their 5-11 season with a 24-16 
defeat at Cincinnati...Baltimore played an NFL-record 14 
games decided by 8 points or fewer (tied, 1994 NYG) and 
posted an NFL-high (tied, Chi.) seven games decided by 3 
points or fewer (4-3 record)...Baltimore had 20 players on 
Injured Reserve (the NFL's second most), including eight 
starters, with 12 starters missing a combined 71 games... 
Additionally, the Ravens played four different starting QBs 
(Joe Flacco, Matt Schaub, Jimmy Clausen & Ryan Mallett) 
for the first time in franchise history. 


1/16 - Ted Marchibroda (below right), former head coach of 
the Baltimore Colts and the first head coach in Baltimore 
Ravens history, passed away peacefully at his home in 
Virginia at the age of 84...Marchibroda spent 12 seasons 
as an NFL head coach, including time with the Baltimore 
Colts (1975-79), Indianapolis Colts (1992-95) and Baltimore 
Ravens (1996-98)...Stated Ravens GM Ozzie Newsome: “Ted 
is a founding father of the Ravens. He was a tremendous 
competitor and a tough man with a gentle soul. In a way, he 
set the Ravens’ path. He wanted players who owned what 
he called ‘a football temperament. Those are players who 
love all aspects of the game —the mental part, lifting weights, 
practice and the physicality. That eventually became what 
we now call ‘Playing Like a Raven. Ted taught me more 
about football. He was classy in every way.” 


3/18 - CB Tray Walker, a 2015 fourth-round draft selection, 
passed away following a serious motorbike accident in 
Southeast Florida...Walker was involved in the accident on 
March 17...0n March 26, approximately 45 members of the 
Ravens organization — teammates, coaches and front office 
staff — joined Walker's family and friends at the 93rd Street 
Community Baptist Church to celebrate his life. 


Said head coach John Harbaugh: “Tray was a young man 
with a good and kind heart. He was humble and loved 
everything about being part of the Ravens’ team. He loved 
his teammates, the practice and the preparation, and that 
showed every day. He was coachable, did his most to 
improve and worked to become the best. I'll never forget 
that smile.” 


5/10 - For the first time since 2002, the Ravens returned to 
natural grass on the playing field of M&T Bank Stadium... 
Baltimore grounds crews removed the artificial Shaw 
Sports Turf in February and began laying sod in the stadium 
in early May.

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VIDEO SCREENS & WI-FI 

e Each RavensVision high definition board, which were 
added in 2010, measures 24 feet high and 100 feet wide. 
Those dimensions would equal a 1,234-inch diagonal TV 
screen. It would take 600 37-inch flat screen TVs to equal one 
of these giant LED (light emitting diode) boards. Nearly 2.5 
million individual LEDs provide the image on the two screens, 
allowing the highest quality pictures in the brightest sunlight 
and at night events. 


e The high definition views allow for some of the best graphics 
and game action video in the league, live game highlights 
from around the NEL, instant replays, scores, statistics, plus 
player updates and features. 


e The two giant screens are made up of modular LED panels — 
12.6 inches by 15.1 inches. These panels were assembled into 
larger sections measuring 8 by 9 feet. Each section weighs 900 
pounds, and there are 33 sections on each board. 


¢ A control room that allows the high definition boards to 
work at peak quality was designed by VPC and installed at 
M&T Bank Stadium by Diversified Systems, the U.S. industry 
leader in the construction and installation of control rooms. 


e Added in 2013 were two high definition video boards, 
measuring 8 feet high and 30 feet wide, which were installed 
at the concourse entrances of Gates A and D. (Approximately 
60 percent of fans enter Gate A for all stadium events.) These 
new HD boards, which have split-screen capabilities, display 
a variety of content, ranging from in-game action, highlights, 
stats, messaging and entertainment video. 
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e Another dramatic improvement in 2013 was the addition of 
four new LED boards — one placed on each side of the two 
giant RavensVision HD video boards in the stadium's inner 
bowl. Additionally, new LED ribbon boards were installed to 
fully connect around the entire middle seating bowl. 


e In 2014, four new displays featuring the latest in Daktronics 
SMD (Surface-Mount Device) LED technology were added to 
the upper concourse of the stadium, above the Miller Flight 
Deck, keeping fans updated on the game's excitement while 
away from their seats. Each of these new displays features 
8 millimeter line spacing on SMD LED outdoor technology. 
The displays each measure 6 feet high by 22 feet wide to 
show fans the same content as the main video displays while 
they are in the upper concourse areas heading to and from 
restrooms or concession stands. 


e During the 2015 offseason, the Ravens invested in a $5 
million project to install Wi-Fi access for fans at M&T Bank 
Stadium. Installation of this Wi-Fi system provides fans the 
ability to access their social media channels, check fantasy 
scores, post photos and videos, and follow game information. 


e Additionally, in 2015, the Ravens installed the capability to 
show 360-degree replays with a newly-implemented and 
upgraded Intel freeD system. By using 38 cameras placed 
around the stadium, fans can view angles of action previously 
impossible to see. The Ravens were the first NFL franchise 
capable of providing 360-degree shots, and the technology 
recently won a Sports Emmy Award for best in Technical 
Achievement from Super Bowl 50.

SIGHTLINES 

e Front row seating in the lower level is 6 feet above the 
grass playing field, high enough to eliminate any issue with 
obstructed views. In addition, the front row is only a short 
distance of 50 feet from the playing field sidelines and 20 feet 
from the back of the end zones. 


e The distinct upper seating area includes open “notches” 
in each stadium corner, allowing spectacular views of 
downtown Baltimore. 


SEATING 

e With a seating capacity of 71,008, the stadium is substantially 
larger than Its sister baseball park to the north. At 1.6 million 
square feet, it is nearly double Oriole Park at Camden Yards’ 
size. Seating for the disabled is located on every level. 


e The 8,196 club seats at M&T Bank Stadium offer extra- 
wide comfort, plus VIP parking, access to the club lounges 
serving specialty foods, fully-staffed bars, concierge 
services and scenic views of downtown Baltimore. 


e Each of the 128 suites at M&T Bank Stadium hold between 
20-24 people and feature televisions, a private restroom, 
VIP parking and personal waitstaff service. Many other 
amenities are available to suite holders. 


AMENITIES/DESIGN 

e As part of a two-year, $35 million investment that began in 
2013, the Ravens enhanced the fan experience at M&I Bank 
Stadium with improvements to video boards, concession 
stands and all concourses. 


e All 16 lower concourse concession stands were upgraded, 
with these enhancements improving the speed of service, 
and also the freshness and quality of food, much of which Is 
prepared directly in front of fans. 


e Additional concession stand improvements included digital 
menu boards and full upgrades to all condiment counters. 
Renovations to upper concourse concession stands were 
completed prior to the 2014 NFL season. 


e Additionally, in 2013 and 2014, all concourses were 
redesigned with a “Ravenized” theme, influenced by the 
brick and steel look of M&T Bank Stadium’s exterior and 
buildings on the Camden Yards complex. These features 
include support columns wrapped in brick, purple accent 
lighting and enhanced directional signage throughout each 
of the venue's concourse. 


e Extra-wide concourses (44-64 ft.) allow easier fan 
movement. Seven public elevators, numerous ramps and 
two escalators (to club level) assist the fan traffic. 


e There are 44 concession stands in the upper, lower and 
club levels with delicious game-day fare, including some of 
Baltimore's signature favorites, such as crab cakes. 


e Club Level decor features a historical perspective of 
football in Baltimore highlighting great games, teams and 
players from the area's rich football history. 





TRANSPORTATION AND STADIUM SITE 

e Located at 1101 Russell Street, M&T Bank Stadium is 
surrounded on all sides by the following elevated roadways: 
I-95 and the Hamburg St. bridge to the north; I-95 and I-395 
(plus Light Rail line) to the east; the Ostend St. bridge to the 
south; and the Russell St. viaduct to the west. 


e Fans can easily access the stadium using mass transit. The 
Light Rail has a drop-off point located directly outside Gate B. 


e Parking in stadium lots, managed by SP+, (410) 347-9330, is 
limited to permit holders, but downtown parking garages are 
also available for gameday parking, just a short walk away.

RAVENS RETURN TO GRASS IN 2016 


In May of 2016, the Ravens switched from artificial turf to natural grass at M&T 
Bank Stadium for the start of the 2016 season. As team president Dick Cass stated, 
“The players really wanted to play on grass, and that was a key consideration.” 
Baltimore had natural grass in the stadium when it first opened in 1998, but then 
the Ravens changed to an artificial turf from Sportexe Momentum Turf for the 


) 2003 season, and then replaced that with a newer Shaw Momentum 51 turf prior 
to the start of 2010. The Ravens will play on this new strain of grass, developed 
on a sod farm in North Carolina, that is a mixture of Bermuda and some rye. 
Officials believe it will be more robust than what was previously played on in 
the stadium. The Ravens also plan to use special artificial light to keep grass 
growing where the field is shaded, particularly during the winter months. 
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0: May 21, 2014, M&T Bank and the Baltimore Ravens 
announced a 10-year, $60 million extension of their 
partnership, which includes the continuation of naming 
rights to M&T Bank Stadium and an array of community- 
focused programs, including a new initiative focused on 
helping at-risk children in Baltimore. 


The partnership, which began as a 15-year agreement in 
2003 and is now extended through 2027, has proven to reach 
far beyond the stadium and into the community through a 
range of joint initiatives.
